{[Editorial: “Continued Readiness" ] 


[Text] Two top-ranking American military leaders joined in calling world 
attention to the ever-present danger of communist North Korea renewing the armed 
invasion of South Korea. One emanating from Washington and the other hailing 
from Tokyo, the two voices also pointed to the mounting pressure of the Soviet 
arms buildup that necessitates stronger defense preparedness against the south- 
ward threat in the region. 


In a report presented to Congress Gen David Jones, chairman of U.S. Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, said early this week that Washington should upgrade its combat capa- 
bilities in Korea to counter the North Korean menace because there is no evidence 
that the latter has abandoned its design of re:miting the Korean peninsula on 

its own terms, that is, through military conquest. \ 


Stressing the strategic importance of Korea which justifies continued American 
commitments to its security, the highest American general in active service 
declared that strong U.S. combat and logistic support is needed in light of North 
Korea's increasing military capabilities while the South Korean Navy is plagued 
by aging ships and equipment despite significant improvements in ground and air 
force hardware. 


Addressing a group of Japanese military leaders, government officials and 
journalists in Tokyo Wednesday, U.S. Defense Department Deputy Undersecretary 
for Policy Richard Stilwell expressed his view that although North Korea is 
undergoing economic hardship it is beefing up its military strength with the help 
of the Soviet Union and could attack South Korea without warning. 


The retired general and former commander of the United Nations Command here 

said Pyongyang would take advantage of any political unrest in the South, adding 
that the political stability and economic development of the South are in the 
national interests of Japan and the United States. 


Based on their firsthand exposure to the Korean situation as well as their long 
experience in the communist tactics and strategies of revolution and expansionism, 








observations of these two senior Pentagon officials cannot be considered anything 
but definitive and realistic. They know the risks involved and effective ways 
of coping with the potential adversaries without any illusions. 


Both Korean and American troops have geared up preparations for the massive 
transpacific joint exercise, Team Spirit 82, slated to begin this weekend. 
Originally conceived as a complementary mersure to take care of the aftermath 
of American disengagement, the annual maneuver has now established itself as 
the bulwa x and symbol of the unabated and rather reinforced American resolve 
to preserve peace and stability in and around the Korean peninsula. 


The unmistakable assessment of the precarious balance of power in northeast Asia 
overshadowed by the persistent aggressiveness and militancy of a North Korea 
backed by its northern allies--this recognition must underscore the foreign 
policy of the U.S. administration now and for the future unless North Korea 
changes its policy towards South Korea. Washington's allies interested in the 
security of the region should also take heed and use diplomatic pressure to 
ensure peace. 


As far as the lingering tension and the hanging crisis of a shooting conflict 
in and around this peninsula go, the two career soldiers can never be suspected 
of crying wolf. Those who might think otherwise thanks to communist propaganda 
had better give it a second thought.

CANADA SUPPORTS CHON'S PLAN--Ottawa (YONHAP)--Mark MacGuigan, Canada's external 
affairs minister, has reiterated Canada's support for Korean President Chon 
Tu-hwan's latest peace initiative toward North Korea while voicing disappoint- 
ment over Pyongyang’s negative response to it. "The Canadian Government believes 
President Chon's proposals are a comprehensive, constructive and sincere attempt 
to promote the peaceful wmification of the Korean people. We have conveyed 

this view to the Korean Government; we hoped that North Korea could have responded 
positively to President Chon's initiative. However, it has rejected the formula, 
refusing to deal with the government of the Republic of Korea,” MacGuigan said. 

He noted that Canada has long welcomed any moves toward peace, security and 
stability on the Korean peninsula, and in the past has supported Korea's various 
initiatives to establish between the two parties involved a dialogue on rewifi- 
cation. The Canadian foreign policy chief made the statement in response to a 
letter sent to him by Coates, chairman of the Canada-Korea parliamentary endorsing 
Chon's 22 January peace proposals.

RANK ANALYSIS ON LEADERS--Tokyo, 20 Feb (YONHAP)--Pak Song-chol, one of North 
Korea's three vice presidents, has apparently been relieved of his post, it 
was learned here Saturday. Broadcasts from Radio Pyongyang monitored here 
Saturday didn't refer to Pak as a vice president when announcing a list of 615 
delegates expected to join the country's Supreme Assembly meeting slated to be 
held in Pyongyang 28 February. Experts on North Korean affairs here interpreted 
the move as a preliminary action to pave the way for the appointment of Kin 
Chong-il, son and heir apparent to President Kim Il-song, to the post of vice 
president. The Pyongyang broadcasts, monitored here at 7 and 8 am and again 

at noon Saturday, referred to Pak as a Standing Committee member [as received] 
of the Politbureau of the Worker's (Communist) Party rather than his previous 
title of vice president. However, the broadcasts referred tc Kim Il and Kang 
Yang-uk as vice presidents.

INDIA SUPPORTS ROK'S EFPORTS--New Delhi, India, 18 Feb (YONRAP)--Indian Foreign 
Minister P.V. Narasimha Rao Thursday voiced his government's support of Seoul's 
efforts for the peaceful unification of the Korean peninsula. In a meeting with 
South Korean Foreign Minister No Sin-yong, the Indian foreign minister said, 
“India sees that the wification of the Korean peninsula should be achieved 
peacefully through dialogue. The Indian Government will support Seoul's every 








proposal designed toward this end.” Rao was replying to No's request for India's 
support in the reduction of tension on the Korean peninsula. During the 1-hour- 
and-40-minute meeting, No explained South Korea's peace formula and current 
developments on the peninsula. At 4 dinner hosted in No's honor later in the 
day, Rao said that he hoped to see the strengthening of the friendly ties between 
the two countries as a result of No's visit. No said that Seoul's proposal for 
the writing of a constitution for a unified Korea had drawn negative response 
from North Korea, although it wa« “the most comprehensive and practicable 
proposal yet." He added that .» spite this, South Korea would continue exerting 
every effort to achieve the peaceful wmification of the Korean peninsula. 

No arrived here from Colombo late Wednesday, on the second leg of his tour of 

Sri Lanka, India, France and Nigeria. He will meet with Indian Prime Minister 
Indira Gandhi, President N. Sanjiva, and Vice President M. Hidayatullah Friday.

WORLD SPORTS LEADER TO VISIT--Seoul, 11 Feb (YONHAP)--President Thomas Keller 
of the General Association of International Sports Federations will visit Korea 
in September to observe the preparations for the 1988 swamer olympic games in 
Seoul, an official of the Korean Olympic Committee said Thursday.

WORLD SUPPORT SOUGHT FOR PLAN--Minister of Culture and Information Yi Kwang-pyo 
said yesterday that the ministry will put added emphasis on expanding the basis 
of international support for the government's wification plar and nullifying 
North Korea's deceptive propaganda maneuvers against the republic. briefing 
President Chon Tu-hwan on the ministry's policy programs for this year, Yi said 
his ministry will actively take part in cultural events in Europe, and promote 
reconciliation in Korean commumities abroad. Koreans abroad, sarticular'y second 
and third-generation Koreans, will be properly guided so that they can regain a 
sense of spiritual nationality. Yi said cultural activities in the United States 
will be actively conducted this year on the occasion of the centennial this year. 
In line with this plan, the government will hold a ceramic wares and photo 
exhibition in New York and Los Angeles and a few other large cities. In addi- 
tion, a national classical music troupe will tour 15 American cities in May and 
June. Touching on domestic publicities, Yi reported that it should be implemented 
in such a way as to renovate the national consciousness to achieve another 
economic takeoff. Yi revealed that the ministry will carry out publicity to 

help eliminate the “three negative psychological elements” and enhance the 

“sense of mission as masters.” He also said that campaigns will be launched for 
improving the “quality” of the people in preparation for the 1986 Asian games 

and the 1988 olympics. To achieve these enfa, he disclosed, the ministry is 
scheduled to produce 1,000 copies of basic publicity materials a week, 3.4 
million booklets and 96 pieces of films this year.

ASSEMBLY TO OPEN 16-DAY SPECIAL SESSION 26 FEBRUARY

[Text] The National Assembly will convene a 16-day special session 26 February. 
The three major political parties agreed on the convocation, after floor lvaders 
huddled at the assembly yesterday afternoon. Emerging from the huddle, Yi 
Chong-chan, floor leader of the ruling Democratic Justice Party (DJP), said the 
assembly will hear a briefing from Prime Minister Yu Chang-u on the overall 
state affairs on the opening day. 


Yi also said that a 5-day interpellation session is scheduled for 2-6 March. 


Leaders of the DJP, the opposition Democratic Korea Party (DKP) and Korea National 
Party (KNP) will ask questions on overall state affairs on the first day of 
the 5-day question-answer session, he said. 


Lawmakers will interpellate cabinet members on political, diplomatic and security 
affairs, economic and social affairs, he said. 


The assembly will bold a 5-day panel session beginning § March and will hear 
briefings from pertinent ministries and handle pending issues. 


The assembly will resume its plenary session 13 March to act on bills and 
motions to be referred by standing committees. 


Three leading officers from each party, and the chief policymaker, the secretary- 
general, the floor leader will attend the meeting. The other two parties 
involved are the First Minority Democratic Korea Party and the Second Minority 
Korea National Party. 


Kwon added that the forthcoming meeting will be meaningful since it is going 
to be the first one following a big personnel reshuffle effected by the DKP 
last week. 


The secretary~general, now on a tour of his party's regional chapters, said that 


his party plans to draft a law in which emall- and mediwue-size companies may 
recruit some technicians together.

BAN ON POLITICAL ACTIVITY SHOULD BE RECONSIDERED

‘Editorial: “Ban on Political Activities and Stabilization of Political Situa- 
tion] 


[Text] Four times since the nation’s liberation we have experienced legislative 
acts designed to regulate political activities, such as the antinational act 
enforced soon after the nation's liberation, the law on regulating the civil 
rights of persons who have committed antidemocratic acts, which took effect 
after the 19 April students’ revolt, the political purification law, implemented 
after the 16 May revolution and finally, the political reform law, which has 
been in effect since November of 1980. 


These legislative acts are products of changes in the times and of the political 
scene, and their enforcement, as a matter of fact, was and is based on ad hoc 
legislation, politically motivated-—-beyond the realm of law. The current 
political reform law, too, was enacted for the purpose of liquidating corruption 
and aisorder of the past and pursuing stable democratic politics--a political 
purpose stated in article one of the law. 


Politically inspired legislation raises questions from a legal point of view. 
it was from a legal point of view that the Democratic Korea Party [DKP], at Che 
last regular National Assembly session, proposed a bill in which it recommended 
the reinstatement of persons whose political activities are banned by law. 


The consticution states in the preamble that equal opportwnities are afforded 
to each individual, in all fields of political, economic, social and cultural 
life. Section 2, Article 12 of the constitution states that no citizen shail 
be subject to restriction of political rights through ex post facto laws. 
However, Section 4, Article 6 in the amendments to the constitution provides 
legal grounds for ex post facto laws. So, it is natural there should arise 
legal debates over which of these items takes precedence over the others. 


However, given the current law precluding legal action against the ban on 
political activities, legal debates are too late to be effective. Moreover, 

it should not be overlooked that lifting the ban is a prerogative of the presi- 
dent. Accordingly, the key to whether the ban should be lifted lies in a 
political judgment. If so, the question is, what are the criteria for the 
political judgment. 








The criterion, the president said last August, is for political parties to have 
fully taken shape as political parties and established leadership. “Viewed 

from this criterion," the president said, “the time is not right." “For those 
who show signs of self-discipline," the president said, “the ban imposed on them 
will be lifted at an appropriate time." 


A similar opinion was aired recently by Chairman Yi Chae-hyong of the Democratic 
Justice Party [DJP], who was reported to have said, "Political outcasts, regard- 
less of their numbers, will get their rights restored if they are judged to have 
met the staniards set by the law. I understand that the government is working 
in that direction." Ke added, however, that even those whose political activities 
are restricted by law should be guaranteed the rights stipulated in the consti- 
tution, such as a choice of employment and free movement. 


As Chairman Yi conceded, it should not be denied that those who are subject to 
the ban are not free in their choice of jobs. Such a side-effect arising in 
their everyday lives mizht be “umavoidable" as he said. It should not also be 
denied that the only way to do away with this is to lift the ban. 


It is believed that now is the time for the goverament--which has been stressing 
participation and harmony, not political retaliation and isolation--to review 
the purpose of the law and the criterion suggested by the president and to study 
whether political circumstances are ripe for lifting the ban. It is pointed 

out here that, in .uc< course of the review, the government should know that 
“perfect stabii.cy" is hard to come by, or even undesirable in 4 sense. 
Democracy posits the existence of minority opinions and different voices, which 
should not be seen as a factor preventing “perfect stability." Have the govern- 
ment and the ruling party not offered the opinion that the political situation 
has been more or less stabilized? It is believed that conditions are ripe for 
studying lifting the ban. 


The law says that the bza's duration should be 8 years. However, it also 
provides fcr president’.al action as an antidote against the ban. With the DKP 
proposed bill pending at the forthcoming extraordinary National Assembly session, 
as it was not discarded at the last assembly sessior, it is hoped that ruling 
and oppositica partes will have candid discussions over the criteria concerning 
lifting the ban an¢, relay to the president, who holds the key, their opinions. 


If it is considered too early to lift the ban, then the criteria for its lifting 
should be set forth clearly and in detail. Political isolation entials social 
isclation. This is an unhappy thing not only for the persons subject to the ban 
but for our democratic politics stressing participation and harmony. 


We concur with a DJP lawmaker, who said, “We anticipate a positive stability 
coming through participation and harmony, not a passive one marked by silence 
and submission."

[Excerpts] The reshuffle of the leadership of the Democratic Korea Party reflects 
Party Presideut Yu Chi-song's strategic arrangement end the troubles that face 
him. 


The problems facing him are: To reinvigorate the party through a reshuffle of 
the party leadership and prepare himself against latent competitors in the 
party, while strengthening his leadership over the party. 


Also, the reshuffle should be positively appraised in that President Yu had 
attempted to reshape the party structure through the use of the total power 
vested in him for the first time and that he positioned in the party leadership 
mep he had ch«wen with a sense of balance from among the limited and reduced 
manpower in the party. 


However, whether the DKP will be able to regain self-reliance and whether the 
new team will pursue harmony and unity among the members so that the pro-Yu 
system can strike roots in the party is open to question. 


Judging the discord among the three former party executive members-——Party 
Secretary General Sin Sang-u, floor leader Ko Chae-chong and Chairman of the 
Party Policy Review Committee Han Yong-su--as the source of the turmoil in the 
party, President Yu had earlier planned to name replacements in all three posts. 


President Yu reflected the will of the freshman group of members in the reshuffle. 
The young members strongly demanded that the old and young maintain harmony 
between them. Whether the old and young members will demonstrate a team spirit 
entirely depends on President Yu's leadership and management. 


The new team seems to be a little inferior to the old one when their influence 
and experience is considered, but the president's authority in the party seems 
to have improved. In fact, President Yu had been teamed up with Sin when they 
founded the DKP and the former floor leader Ko was his classmate at the College 
of Commerce of the Seoul National University. Due to this, the relations 

between Yu and Ko in the past were not exactly in the form of Yu giving the 











orders and Ko obeying. However, with the new team he has appointed in the 


party executive body, Yu can now instruct and direct the team with little 
difficulty. 


Perhaps more important to President Yu, who must consolidate his system with the 
new team which is considered a little weak compared to the old team, is how to 
weaken or check the forces of resistance in the party, which will possibly 

be created by Ko Chae-chong and Sin Sang-u, as well as how to strengthen his 
direction and supervision of the new tean. 


Representative Sin Sang-u, who played a key role in the founding of the party 
and in recommending candidates for the National Assembly elections, has estab- 
lished relationships with considerable number of members. For this reason, 
many think it only a matter of time wntil discord surfaces between Sin and Yu, 
who is seeking another term as president at the iiational Party Convention in 


1983. Yu is faced with a task of winning over to his side the forces that 
follow Sin. 


On the other hand, Sin appears to be accelerating his efforts to bolster his 
image as a rival to President Yu. Whether his relations with many party members 
will translate into power remains to be seen. 


Also, representative Han Yong-su, who has profited the most from the party 
turmoil, is expected to genuinely prepare to challenge the party leadership 


while strengthening his stance as the center of the forces critical of the 
party leadership. 


For this reason, representatives Sin and Han, realizing that their resistance 
to President Yu might serve as a means of enhancing their stance in the party, 


will probably find it useful to act in concert against President Yu for the 
time being. 


Judging from this situation, the reshuffle of the DKP this time might possibly 
be recorded as the event in which a faction emerged in the number one opposition 
party only a year after its foundation.

PLANS MADE TO REARRANGE BUREAUCRATIC STRUCTURE

[Text] Government Administration Minister Kim Yong-hyu said yesterday that his 
ministry would examine closely administrative fumctions in about 13,000 different 
fields by the end of this year to rearrange the bureaucratic structure. The 
ministry plan was contained in its annual report to President Chon Tu-hwan on 
major policy programs which the ministry will carry out this year. 


Based on the results of the large-scale probe, the government will delegate a 
considerable part of the business now conducted by various administrations to 
the private sector on a long-term and gradual basis to increase administrative 
efficiency. 


The administrative fumctions of both central and provincial administrations will 
be limited to formulating and planning major policies, Minister Kim reported. 


Working-level teams will be formed at each ministry by April to conduct an 
analytical review of the functions which each ministry presently has, according 
to Minister Kim. A "National Function Deliberation Committee” will be created 
in October, staffed by ranking officials from all ministry-level offices, Kim 
revealed. 


The ministry will provide ideological education for all 560,000 public officials 
throughout the nation until 1986. In particular, it will implement “managerial 
course” education for some 20,500 high-class officials of the third grade or 
higher by 1986 under its long-range education program. Minister Kim went on 

that his ministry would make it obligatory for all officials to undergo ideological 
training every 5 years. 


Ancther point in the ministry report was expanded implementation of interchanges 
of officials among administrative organs. In order to carry out the project 
effectively, the ministry plans to set up an "Officials' Interchange Deliberation 
Committee” made up of pertinent officials from each ministry this year. The 
interchange program will be expanded to all state-run enterprises on a gradual 
basis, according to him. 


The ministry is planning to extend the retirement age for officials engaged in 


technical fields as part of its efforts to utilize effectively the skill and 
experience accumulated by then. 
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An increase in the payment of “service allowances" to all lower-level officials 
is also one of the major tasks to be implemented by the ministry. 


Another of the ministry projects is the construction of houses for some 1,600 
bachelor officials at a total cost of 36,000 million won. The construction of 
the rental apartments for about 10,000 households by 1986 was included in the 
ministry's report to the president. The ministry will provide loans to 10,000 
public officials with a long-term service of 10 years or more for housing or 
medical aids this year, according to Minister Kim. 


Minister Kim also reported that his ministry would build “officials' pension 
halls" in Seoul and Pusan next year. 


He went on that a large-scale government building would be constructed in Wonju, 
Kangwon-do this year to accommodate six of the present government offices.

YUN PO-SON NOTES U.S. OPPOSITION TO 1961 PAK COUP

[Interview with former President Yun Po-son by reporter Pak Ki-chong at the 
former's residence in Anguk-Dong, Seoul--date not given] 


[Excerpts] Reporter Pak, first of all, raised the issue of government and people. 


Former President Yun said: "The government and people should have frequent 
dialogues. I don't think that struggle is everything in resolving problems. 
Everyone should make efforts not to make mistakes, to do better. I think it is 
too early to attempt to fight against the present government. I think we should 
first wait and see and, eventually, if it is found inevitable, then we should.... 
By the way, the present government has promised to step down after 7 years in 
office. It seems that the government has been keeping everything in good order. 
The government is not doing everything we desire. But it is doing things 
differently in comparison with the former government. I set a high value on the 
government's efforts to do well. Some of my comrades criticize me, but I hope 
that those who were engaged in the antigovernment activities in the past would 
share my views. Under the Pak regime, none of the people in the regime ever 
discussed state affairs with me. However, it is different now. The present 
government is having dialogues. Isn't it true that even in advanced countries 
such as the United States and the United Kingdom, ruling and opposition camps 
are not always having head-on clashes? It is the best way to deal with state 
affairs through dialogue. Because there was never dialogue under the Pak regime, 
the only way left was to continue to struggle." 


Yun said: “At noon on the day of the 16 May coup, Magruder, commander of the 
United Nations Command, and Green, charge d'affaires of the U.S. Embassy in the 
ROK, came to Chongwadae. Commander Magruder asked for my consent to his plan 
to mobilize the field army and quell the coup d'etat. He said that it might be 
possible if 40,000 troops were moved from the frontline to Seoul. At that time, 
I had an intelligence report from the ROK-U.S. Joint Forces Command that the 
North Korean puppets’ troops had begun to gather along the 38th parallel. I 
thought that something serious was underway; it might be another Korean War. 
With our soldiers, we can settle problems through dialogue for the future, but 
as you know, this is impossible with the North Korean puppets’ troops. I 
thought that, rather than quelling the coup d‘etat, the nation could be ruined 
if the armed forces were divided into two and fought with each other. When I 
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mentioned the report on the North Korean puppets’ troops, Commander Magruder 
said that he had also heard about it. Ambassador Green said that the coup led 
by Major General Pak should not be accepted, but the constitution should be 
defended. Though we discussed the problem for quite a long time, we could not 
reach any conclusion. After Commander Magruder left, I had lumch with Ambassador 
Green. I asked him what is the use of protecting the constitution if the nation 
were ruined. I still feel my thinking at the time was correct. But people do 


not even try to consider it seriously but simply say the country toppled because 
of President Yun." 


Yun continued: "At election time, when people were to choose the fifth term 
president in 1963, public opinion was not necessarily in favor of Mr Pak Chong-hui. 
I listened to a radio report on ballot counting at my relative's home in Yongsan. 
I was running ahead of Mr Pak's ticket in the beginning. But, it was perhaps 
0200, at dawn, when the electricity was cut off in several parts of the country. 
Even before election day, there had been rumor that Mr Pak might win the elec- 
tion by a margin of 150,000 votes. On that day, when I came back from voting, 

a reporter told me that I should mot be concerned about the election returns. 
After all, there was a margin of exactly 150,000 votes, as was speculated. I 
thought that there must be a reason for this. I don't think that the election 
at that time was properly conducted.” 


Yun noted: "My personal motto is filial piety and loyalty. As you know, the 
same motto was advocated by President Pak but was different in purpose from 
mine. His was intended to ask the people to render loyalty to him. I think 
that loyalty and filial piety are the most important attitudes to be followed 
in the family and in the nation. I ask politicians not to yield to any selfish 
interest and desire for gain, and ask them not to condone any wrongdoings by the 
government.

ESPIONAGE CASE DEMANDS INCREASED VIGILANCE

[Text] The National Security Planning Agency's arrest of a fisherman's family 
which has been spying for North Korea as long as 20 years exacts a second look 
into our antiespionage fabric. This need is all the greater in the areas close 
to the military demarcation line as the spies in question have operated in an 
islet only 4 km south from the westward extension of the truce line. 


The family of three have continued their espionage for Pyongyang, with the help 
of two others, through their contact with the fisherman's brother who collaborated 
with the North Koreans and went North during the Korean War, and has since 
become a communist operative. This agent has infiltrated the islet as many 
as 10 times in the past to keep in touch with the fisherman's family. 


It could be that the spying went on wnsuspected, let alone detected, by anyone 
for so long because it was carried out by the entire family who were resident 
on a remote islet. This point serves as a sober lesson for the residents of 
such “vulnerable” areas, as well as cowmterspionage authorities. The incident 
impels us to further step up vigilance against the North Korean scheme of 
planting spies in the South. 


This strategy of North Korea is anything but new; it has been in operation all 
along as witness by numerous cases of espionage surfaced by the authorities here 
and by North Korean kidnappings of southern fishermen on many occasions. While 
turning its back on every peace overture made by Seoul, Pyongyang has been bent 
on establishing in the South bases for communist activities which would be used 
to help install a “people's democracy" regime in Seoul at a “decisive moment.” 


Pyongyang apparently set its primary target at islets and coastal villages in 
the South. This may be accounted for by the sharp increase in the number of 
South Korean fishermen abducted by North Korea in the 1960's. A total of 2,173 
fishermen and 309 boats were taken North during the decade. The figures compare 
with 625 fishermen and 92 boats for the 1959's. 








The aggregate total of such ill-fated fishermen since the 1953 armistice amowts 
to 3,554 together with 422 fishing boats. Still in North Korean captivity are 
407 men with 31 fishing boats. The fishermen freed by Pyongyang have revealed 
that North Korea tried to brainwash them into believing in commumist ideology 
and carrying out the subversive orders given them after returning home. 


No doubt, any success of such a scheme will drive the already wbending North 
Korean aversion to peaceful wmification into further intransigence and even 
bellicosity. Pyongyang’s negative answers to the recent series of Seoul's 
proposals for peaceful wmification and a modus vivendi pending reunification 
confirmed once again its wnchanging commitment to the policy of unifying the 
country by nonpacific means. 


With Kim Il-song's 70th birthday anniversary falling on 15 April and his son-heir 
designate Chong-il marking his birth anniversary Tuesday, the cult of the Kims 

is rising ever higher to make 1982 the “most glorious year in the history of 
revolution.” Their craze for revolution would only intensify the southward 
thrust--though in mistaken belief. We bave to leave no ranks exposed to North 
Korean inroads.

NEW DKP LEADER SEEKS PEACEFUL POWER TRANSFER

[Text] Rep Yu Han-yul, secretary general of the Democratic Korea Party (DKP), 
said yesterday that one of the main missions of his party was to pave the way 
for realization of a peaceful change of power. "A power transfer by peaceful 
means will be a stepping stone on which a parliamentary democracy can be estab- 
lished,” he said, expressing hie belief that it would be possible in the days 
ahead. 


Rep Yu, a son of the late Yu Chin-san, leader of the now defunct opposition New 
Democratic Party, is a politician who watched numerous setbacks before old times, 
which compelled them to collapse politically. 


"In order to achieve the long-cherished goal, the DKP, which represents the 
tradition of the past opposition party, should make the people regard it as a 
political organization on which they can depend on the fate and the future of 
the state,” he said in an interview with THE KOREA TIMES. 


"For this end,” he noted, “we must make our utmost efforts in a total harmony 
of the party members, while e.bracing as many able persons as possible from 
all spectrums of life on a step by step besis.” 


"It is also necessary for us to have frequent dialogues with the people, govern- 
ment and other parties, presenting sincerely the ways the nation should walk in 
the future,” he said. 


He strongly opposed the past-#ra political style, which ended in "advocating 
propaganda.” "In the past, some politicians have, somewha:, fulfilled their 
political purposes by either agitating or fascinating the people. But, such a 
pattern tires the people and will not survive long,” he said. 


The stout and tacitum Rep Yu, 45, entered the National Assembly in 1978. He 
started his political career in 1971 as an aide to his deceased father. He 
looks confident and full of energy. But behind his confidence is no doubt 
anguish when thinking about handling the party affairs in a more productive way 
than his predecessors did. 
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Turning to the intraparty affairs, the new secretary general said that he was 
determined to spend the least money possible in managing the party and to 
strengthen the function of the party provincial and city chapters. He hoped that 
political funds would be supplied to each party through a single supporter group 
among the parties, which will require a revision of the present Political Fund 
Law. 


As to the possibility of intra-party factions caused by former key post holders, 
he said, “I believe the chance is rare. The numerous factions in the past 
opposition party could exist because each of them had their own factional 
philosophy. But the current situation is different.” 


“However, opinions of the former leading officials must be respected, and I 
will reflect their views on operating the party,” he said. 


As for the relations with the majority party, he said emphatically, “Dialogue 
is first and second in relations with the majority party. Political stability 
can be achieved through such means.”

[Text] The major reshuffle carried out by the Democratic Korea Party (DKP) 
Friday, replacing five key officers, is aimed at consolidating the power base 

of party leader Yu Chi-song in preparation for the party's national convention 
early next year, according to political observers. They further comment that 

Yu is also seeking to promote “teamvork" among three key officers--secretary 
general, fioor leader and chief policymaker--to help revitalize party activities. 


Besides the three, director cf the party's Training Institute and chairman of 
the Disciplinary Committee were also changed in the shakeup of the party's 
l-year-old hierarchy. 


They believe that the replacement of Sin Sang-u as secretary-general may pose a 
“source of controversy” in view of the fact that he played an important role 
in the birth of the party 1 year ago. Secretary-general is virtually the No 2 
man in t*> party. 


It had been predicted that Rep Sin would retain his post as secretary-general. 


The DKP was formed on 17 January last year, mostly by former opposition political 
figures including Rep Sin, outgoing floor leader Rep Ko Chae~-chong and outgoing 
chief policymaker Han Yong-su. Following its formation, «se high-ranking office- 
holders and jwumior lawmakers of the party claimed that "Yu lacks the leadership 
acquired as the leader of the first opposition party.” 


There had been another group of DKP members who demanded the resignation enmasse 
of ranking officers in discord, including the secretary-general, floor leader 
and chief policymaker, so that the party president can have a free hand to 
reshuffle the party lineup. 


The outgoing chief policymaker, Han, was a strong advocator of the resignation. 


He tendered his resignation last January, urging others to follow suit. Party 
President Yu, however, refused to accept it. 
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Party sources explain that the reshuffle, which was made by Yu after consultations 
with Vice Presidents Yi Tae-ku and Yu Ok-u, has provided a momentum for building 
up intraparty harmony. 


The new lineup of the DKP's new hierarchy, which will be effective from tomorrow, 
follows: Secreta y General Rep Yu Han-yul, 43, floor leader Rep Yim Chong-ki, 
56, chief policymaker Rep Kim Hyon-kyu, 45, chairmaa of the Central Disciplinary 
Committee Rep Pak Pyong-il, 48, and director of the Central Political Training 
Institute Rep Yang Chae-kwon, 53. Rep Kim Mum-suk, 55, was retained as chairman 
of the Committee for Protection of Human Rights. 


Reliable party sources said earlier that Rep Kim Sumg-mok, 51, of the southeastern 
port city of Pusan had been expected to be named as chief policymaker. However, 
it was later learned that he declined to accept an offer for the post. 


They also say thet another reshuffle of directors of the Central Secretariat, 
chiefs of the Policy Deliberation Council subpanels and vice floor leaders would 
be carried out soon. 


However, the DKP leader said in a meeting with reporters that he was not 
considering reshuffling them, but he said, if needed, there would be a reshuffle, 
affec-ing some of them, after holding consultations with the new respective top 
of *isceholders. 





after being named the new floor leader, Rep Yim said that he will devote maximum 
e<*ort to settle political issues through “dialogue” with the ruling Democratic 
Justice Party. 


Saying that the revitalization of the party activity in the parliament was essen- 
tial to the development of a democratic society in the country, Yim said that he 


will do his best so that his party's activities in the assembly and all policies 
could win applauses from the people.

POLITICAL PARTIES REQUEST GOVERNMENT SUBSIDY

[Text] The three major political parties agreed yesterday to ask the government 
for a subsidy of 400 million won next month to ease financial difficulties. 
They also agreed to commit themselves to creating an “exemplary image” of 


parliamentary poli’ics through expanded dialogue and debate during a special 
National Assembly session slated for Friday through 13 March. 


These agreeme’its came at a luncheon meeting of the secretaries-general, floor 
leaders and chief policymakers of <he ruling Democratic Justice Party (DJP), 
the opposition Democratic Korea Party (DKP) and Korea National Party (KNP). 
Minister of State for Political Affairs Chong Chong-*taek, who serves as a pipe- 
line between the government and political parties, also attended the meeting, 
the first of its kind this year. 


Briefing reporters on the result of the get-together arranged by the DJP at a 
Seoul restaurant, the minister said the senior officers of the three parties 
agreed on a request for a 400 million won subsidy after having talked about 
their parties’ financial situatica. However, the officers shared the opinion 
that their parties should first make every effort to eleviate their financial 
problems through membership dues and donations by financial support groups, he 
said. The ruling DJP is the only party with its own financial support group. 
The DKP and KNP fave complained of the difficulties of forming support groups 
because individuals and businesses are reluctant to join them, fearing possible 
disadvantages. 


Chong recalled the government provided political parties with a subsidy of 

400 million won twice last year, and said 400 million won has been set aside 

as a subsidy for political parties in this year's budget. The government subsidy 
will be distributed among political parties with assembly seats in proportion 

to their parliamentary representation. The lion's share will go to the ruling 
DJP which has 151 of the 276 assembly seats. 


Discussing the operation of the forthcoming extraordinary house session, the 
senior officers of the three major parties are resolved to improve the exemplary 
image of parliamentary politics, the minister said. 
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DJP Secretary-General Kwon Chong-tal called upon the DKP and KNP to cooperate 
during the upcoming assembly session in approving a proposed amendment to the 
Government Organization Law designed to create what is tentatively named the 
Miristry of Sports Administration, he said. 


Chong denied the lumcheon meeting took up matters concerning the removal of 
political restrictions on former politicians and the scrapping of the proposed 
extension of civil defense training for men aged 45 to 50.

[Text] The Democratic Korea Party (DKP) has decided to seek a parliamentary 
recommendation to President Chon Tu-hwan for a special ammesty for political 
prisoners who were punished when martial law was imposed banning all political 
activities on 17 May 1980. 


The party plans to propose that the National Assembly recommend it to the presi- 
dent in a Legislation-Judiciary Committee meeting during the 110th special 
house session to last from Friday through 13 March. 


The first minority party also endorsed a plan to promote the enactment of a law, 
which would make it mandatory for the government to supply law-makers and house 

specialists with data requested by them during the extra house sitting. The law 
was tentatively named “Law on the Opening of Information to the Public." 


The package of DKP policies for the special sitting was made public in reference 
materials the party's floor leaders’ office has prepared for the deliberation 
of state affairs during the 110th extraordinary house session. According to 

the reference booklet, the DKP will again urge the government to lift the 8&year 
political ostracism imposed on former politicians, abolishing the political 
renovation law in which the political ban is stipulated. At the same time, the 
party decided to insist in the house sitting that the local autonomy system 
should be implemented by the end of 1983. 


The party will also propose the establishment of a “redevelopment corporation" 
which will promote preparatory work for the 1988 olympics and the 1986 Asian 
games to be staged here and city planning as well. 


The lowering of the age limit for compulsory drill for members of the Civil 
Defense Corps from the present 50 to 45 will also be proposed by the party 
during the 16-day house session, according to the reference materials. 


Other major policy goals of the party include the revision of the Political 
Fund Law; changes in the professors’ reappointment system, enforcement of the 
minimum wage system, formation of labor unions at big enterprises and the 
formulation of policies for solution of the unemployment issue. 


Together with these targets, the DKP will push ahead with promoting the rewriting 
of the Grain Management Law under which the government will be required to 
obtain parliamentary endorsement in determining the prices of grains.

EASING OF BAN ON BOOKS ON COMMUNISM APPLAUDED

[Excerpts] We have never had relief from the threat posed by the communists 
in North even for a moment, from the day of liberation wtil present. The 
confrontation between the North and South was a struggle in which our lives 
were at stake. We, the generation who experienced the 25 Jume Korean War, 
are well-versed in anticommumism, practically habitually and emotionally so. 


Books on communism--the greatest threat to our basic order--have been thoroughly 
banned. Even access to such books by the general public was regarded as dangerous. 
As far as communism and leftism were concerned, we were required to stay away 
from them, retaining our purity to an excessive degree. However, the situation 
is changing at home and abroad. The generation which does not know about the 
Korean War is relatively less experienced in habitual and emotional anticommmism 
than the Korean War generation. Today, this generation constitutes the main 

part of the population, thus requiring anticommumism through judgment and 
intellect rather than the anticommunism of direct experience of the Korean War 
generation. in particular, the young generation, curious and with a vigorous 
desire for knowledge, wants to see and know about the banned books. The North, 
taking advantage of this, is secretly circulating "clandestine publications." 


The Culture-Information Ministry has approved the publication, on a selective 
basis, of books for research on commumism. This reflects the trend of the times 
and draws our attention. International society and the situation around us 

are rapidly changing. We should take up books on communism from a new viewpoint 
and with a reasonable attitude corresponding to changes in society. 


We have been greatly concerned about the fact that there has been a clearly 
impure trend in some students’ campus demonstrations and pamphlets and that 
books and theories on communism, and supplementary theories on the Third World 
have been recklessly accepted by clandestine circles and reading clubs without 
any criticism. We have also noted that professors, who never had access to such 
books, were put in a corner when asked questions on ideology by the students 
who had read subversive books and held immature theories. 


Only when they have the ability to evaluate commumism and to think about it on 
their own can they correctly reject communism. Karl Marx' “Das Kapital" was 
written in London but did not spread widely in England because it was caught by 
the British “filter.” 


It may be dangerous to undertake a full-scale lifting of the ban on books and it 
may be wnreasonable to hope for rapid removal of the ban. However, it is 
desirable to have flexibility in accord with changes and trends at home and abroad.

MINISTER DISCUSSES PROBLEMS IN EDUCATION

[Text] Education Minister Yi Kyu-ho made clear yesterday that his ministry did 
not intend to change the basic framework of the current college entrance systen, 
but defects exposed during the entrance procedures this year would be corrected. 


The current system proved to have many merits for the nation's education climate 
especially in terms of normalizing high-school education and reducing the number 
of “repeaters,” he claimed. He made the remarking during a briefing for Presi- 
dent Chon Tu-hwan on the ministry's major policies for 1982 at Chongwadae 
yesterday. 


The concentration of major schools in the first group in the two-stage recruitment, 
reduction of school autonomy in recruiting freshman students and blind competi- 
tion resulting from the regulation allowing students to apply to schools after 
getting scores from the state test were pointed out as major drawbacks in the 
current entrance procedure, he revealed. The reflection of high-school academic 
records without disparity between different schools also needs to be corrected, 

Yi said. 


Yi further said his ministry was considering converting the Education College 
of Seoul National University into an independent wniversity to produce secondary 
school teachers. It also plans to make it compulsory for the graduates of 
education colleges to be qualified as teachers through state tests as in the 
case of the graduates of medical and pharmaceutical colleges as a means of 
enhancing the general quality of teachers, he said. 


As a means of enhancing the welfare of teachers, the monthly teaching allowance 
for primary and secondary school teachers will be raised to 45,000 won this year 
with a plan to increase the allowance to 105,000 won by 1986, Yi said. 


He further revealed that his ministry would make all possible efforts to estab- 
lish teachers’ dignity through various administrative measures including the 
designation of "“Teachers’ Day." 


The ministry is also considering setting different qualifications for high-school 
teachers and middle-school teachers to enhance the quality of high-school teachers. 











High schools founded by religious organizations will be allowed to accept only 
believers in their specific religions in the future, Yi said. 


He said entrants to technical high schools would be selected throuzh aptitude 
tests and recommendations by the heads of middle schools in efforts to strengthen 
technical education. 


The ministry further plans to inaugurate a “College Education Consultative 
Committee" to handle such affairs as professors’ exchange programs among schools 
and decisions on the levels of tuition at national and private schools. Various 
college education affairs except for major policies will be referred to the 
committee and a law concerning the establishment of the organization will soon 
be enacted. 


Considering the inconvenience of the current location of the National Central 
Library, the ministry plans to construct a new library building on 400,000 pyong 
of land in Socho-Dong, southern Seoul with 16.5 billion won, Yi said. 


He also revealed that a basic law concerning pre-school education would soon 
be enacted with a view to providing groundwork for strengthening the education 
of children before entering elementary school. It plans to construct kinder- 
gartens having a total of 416 classes as annexed facilities of public primary 
schools in rural areas, he further said. 


As a move to expand education facilities, six national colleges and wiversities 
including Mokpo College, Cheju University and Chungnam National University will 
be moved to new locations, he said. 


The amount of money needed during this year for the relocations will reach 
28.3 billion won, he said. Thirteen other national schools including Seoul 
National University will be expanded during this year at a cost of 51.6 billion 
won. 


In preparation for the Seoul olympics in 1988, the ministry plans to introduce 
an “olympic chart" with a view to imbuing the people with 4 strong sense of 
responsibility, a firm view of ethics and a sense of pride as cultured people, 
he revealed. 


It will make efforts to advise the parents of secondary school students not to 
allow their children to wear too long hair or luxurious clothes in connection 
with the government decision to liberalize dress and hair styles, he said. 


Touching on the controversial matter of the graduation quota system, he made 
clear that his ministry would continue to implement the system in the years ahead. 
But he said minor defects found in the course of putting the system into practice 
could be revised. 


It is also considering establishing special schools for gifted students in 
specific fields in an effort to develop their talents. The basic plan for this 
will be worked out by the end of this year, Yi said.

STUDENT RATING PLANS MAY CA*JSE PROBLEMS

[Excerpts] At a meeting of student affairs deans of colleges and wmiversities 

of the nation held this afternoon at Sunchonhyang College, the Education Ministry, 
which provided detailed guidelines for professors’ recommendations for college 
graduates starting with the new semester of this year, also issued to the 
colleges and wiversities the forms to be used when professors recommend college 
graduates. 


According to the form provided by the Education Ministry, the professors are to 
grade students either A, B, C, D or E on the basis of the student's judgment, 
creativity, leadership, sense of responsibility, human relationships and patriotic 
sentiment. This form also requires a record of awards and punishment as well 

as details of the student's campus activities. This evaluation of students by 
responsible professors and college deans is likely to cause controversy and many 
point out that new discords could arise between professors and students. 


Not a few professors and many parents say it is wreasonable to grade the talent 
and character of each student. The reality is that ofter a professor is in 

charge of 50 to 60 students and department heads take care of hundreds of students. 
In view of this situation, how correctly and objectively can the students be 
evaluated and, in particular, how can the students’ patriotic sentiment be 

graded and what are the standards? This could cause trouble in relations between 
professors and students. 


It is alwo pointed out that not only could this system create strained relations 
between professors and students, but also keeping the evaluations secret could 
pose another problen. 


Since this evaluation will play a decisive role in the students’ future in 
society, voices critical of this system point to possible abuse of the evaluation 
of students’ patriotic sentiment and record of campus activities: On what 
standards will these two items be evaluated? 


The professor's recommendations of students evaluated over 4 years of academic 
life are to be sent on a confidential basis to the students’ prospective 
employers. How much weight will be given this evaluation and what categories 
will be considered important will be decided by each institution doing the 
hiring. The state-rwm institutions could place emphasis on students’ patriotic 
sentiment or on the records of student campus activities.

[Text] The decision of the government to bring into being a Ministry of Sports 
is a timely one in light of the growing importance of physical culture in our 
national life and the need for stepping up preparations for the forthcoming 
Asian games and the olympiad in Seoul. The cost of sustaining the swollen 
edifice of bureaucracy is sure to pay off in giving a fresh impetus to promotion 
of sports. 


To be set up upon the revision of the government organization law soon, the 
proposed addition to the ranks of the cabinet is expected to take over the 
functions of the Bureau of Physical Training at the Education Ministry and of 

the second minister of state for security and diplomacy with regard to organizing 
the Seoul olympics. 


Creating an office and hiring staff will never suffice for successful handling 
of government business. The gravity of the job of getting ready for the two 
major international athletic events, however, certainly calls for such a separate 
ministry capable of taking vigorous governmental initiative in the preparatory 
work as well as in boosting the nation's physical culture at large on a long- 
range basis. 


The precedent of instituting an independent department of administration in 
charge of athletic affairs has already been set by a number of countries including 
France, Malaysia, Turkey and Nigeria. The trend of more governments to follow 
suit is indicative of the necessity of that particular branch of government in 
modern times. 


As a matter of principle, we are not obsessed with collecting medals and titles 
in international games and matches. The primary consideration, of course, is 
grass-roots popularization of physical culture for the health and strength of 
the people. In the second place, however, we are interested in successfully 
competing with other nations for prestige in both amateur and professional 
arenas. 
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Remorsefully, our performance in the olympic games and lesser encowters has 
been rather poor except in a very limited range of events. In marathon race 
that is the kiagpin of athletics, Korea lost its lone claim to superiority 
years ago. Heeivwoy has been =ade only in a selected few events. 


The inadequacy vas often blamed on failure in building rudimentary physical 
fitness and in systematic training of sportsmen. Physical training should be 
effectively organized and conducted on a permanent basis with the aid of scien- 
tific information. This requires depth research and sowd planning besides 
money and devction. 


The 1988 olympic games and 1986 Asian games are epochal occasions which will 
tax our resources and caliber. They present both challenges and opportwnities 
for giving full scope to and a display of our national power and maturity. 

If well taken advantage of, they will have a catalytic effect on the growth of 
our sportsmanship and lift Korea onto the upper rumg of the civilized world. 


The relevance of the Ministry of Sports will be tested by how efficiently it 
goes about the task of preparing for the future big events in conjunction with 
the Korean Olympic Organizing Committee. Strong leadership and imaginativeness 
will make the ministry worth its salt.

GHON ORDERS REVISION OF VARIOUS LAWS, REGULATIONS

{[Text}) President Chon Tu-hwan yesterday instructed the Office of Legislation 

to revise pertinent laws and regulations so that minor offenders of social order 
are subjected only to the payment of a fine, instead of having them end up as 
ex-convicts. 


He gave the instruction after pointing out that there were examples of those 
who have become ex-convicts for triffling violations, although their criminal 
records are automatically cleared after the lapse of a certain legally set 
period of time under relevant laws. 


The instruction was given after the president was briefed on the Legislative 
Office's 1982 policy programs from Director Kim Yong-kywm at Chongwadae. He 
told Kim to work out measures to do away with various elements in laws and 
decrees which are detrimental to the national development. 


President Chon also instructed the office to make a study on “codes of laws 
which our ancestors enacted" so as to reflect the merits of them in the present 
laws. The chief executive said that all the laws and decrees to be enacted 
should be written with easy words for the convenience of the general public. 


Prime Minister Yu Chang-sum attended the briefing session. 


leanwhile, Kim told the president that his office will reduce the frequency of 
revising statutes as much as possible to increase public credibility in then. 


The previous trend of presenting law bills (to the National Assembly) conver- 
gently during a certain period of time will be eliminated by filing bills four 
times a year--April, June, August and October--to offer lawmakers enough time 

for thorough studies. 

To help facilitate the legislation of laws, the office plans to have its officials 
stationed at the National Assembly when it is in session, he said. 


The director further reported that his office will see to it that government- 


submitted bills are handled by extraordinary National Assembly sessions as 
much as possible. 
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The National Assembly opens its regular session in September primarily to 
deliberate on the budget bill for the forthcoming year. Extraordinary meetings 
are called into session when political parties agree to do so. 


Other reports Kim made vere: 


—The people will have greater opportwnities to take part in the formulation 
of laws by means of public hearings or other similar occasions. 


-—Violators of minor offenses will be made to pay a fine, instead of giving 
them physical sanctions. In the case of business operators, they will also be 
subjected to fines, when their violations are minor because closure of their 
businesses would be too severe a punishment.

VOLUNTARY ENLISTMENT PROGRAM TO BE INTRODUCED

[Text] The government plans to introduce a volunteer army service system for 
youths with primary school education who are now disqualified for military 
service, it was learned yesterday. The voluntary enlistment system will also 
be made available to graduates of high schools who are still short of the 
conscription age of 19. 


According to the Office of Military Manpower, the new system will be put into 
force on 1 April this year through due legal steps by the National Assembly. 
The National Assembly Defense Committee will be briefed on the new system 
tomorrow when the parliamentary panel opens an extraordinary session. 


Under the present conscription system, low educational background is regarded 

as a disqualifying factor like physical deficiencies. As the total number of 
draft age youths far exceeds the annual conscription quota, there is no chance 
for men with only primary-school education or those with poor physical conditions 
to be drafted. 


They are enlisted in the short-term "defense call-up" duty, under which they are 
assigned to rear area administration offices to help in homeland reserve force 
and military manpower affairs. 


Yet, there are a significant number of youths who want to join the army for the 
regular 3-year service among those who have had only compulsory primary school 
education, sources at the Office of Military Manpower said. Besides, many high- 
school graduates who are still short of the conscription age want to finish 
compulsory military service as soon as possible, the sources said. 


The government lowered the conscription age from 20 to 19 last year in considera- 
tion of the need to enable high school graduates to join the army immediately 
after graduation. Yet, there are still many youths who finish high school at 

a lower age and there is a need to introduce a system allowing volunteering for 
the army, the sources explained. 


At present, graduates of high schools can volunteer only to be noncommissioned 
officers or specialists in the army.

GOVERNMENT TO RECONSIDER EXTENDING CIVIL DEFENSE AGE LIMIT

[Text] The government plans to reconsider the proposed extension of the age 
limit for civil defense training from 45 to 50 at the request of the ruling 
Democratic Justice Party (DJP). The plan was disclosed yesterday evening when 
the government and DJP held a policy coordination meeting at the DJP headquarters. 


Briefing reporters on the result of the meeting, DJP Secretary-General Kwon 
Chong-tal said the ruling party asked the government to reappraise the proposed 
extension in light of mounting complaints, although it is legally proper to 
extend the age limit. 


The Ministry of Home Affairs (which is responsible for civil defense training) 
is well aware of heightening grievances and promised to reconsider the extension, 
Kwon said. 


The promised reconsideration does not necessarily mean that the plan to hike the 
age limit will be scrapped however,” he said. 


"I am in no position to commit myself to how the ministry will reconsider the 
proposed extension. I understand the ministry will review it in such a way as 
to call for voluntary participation by Civil Defense Corps members aged 45-50 
in training programs,” he said. 


The pertinent law makes it mandatory for all men aged 17 to 50 to receive civil 
defense training, but the government has exempted men aged 45 or above from 
training since last year.

NUCLEAR SAFETY CENTER INAUGURATED

[Text] A nuclear safety center was opened for the first time in the nation in 
the precincts of the Korea Advanced Energy Research Institute in Kongnung-Dong, 
northern Seoul, yesterday in a sign-board-hanging ceremony attended by Science- 
Technology Minister Yi Chung-o and KAERI President Cha Jong-hi. 


The center will take up the establishment of various standards necessary for the 
enhancement of nuclear safety and will carry out safety check-ups and super- 
vision of nuclear power plants. 


KAERI President Dr Cha said that the inauguration of the center came as part 
of efforts to minimize possible nuclear mishaps due to the increasing operation 
of nuclear power plants. One nuclear power plant is in operation and eight 
others are under construction, he said. He went on that there would be 13 
nuclear power plants in operation in the nation by the year 1991 and more than 
30 by the year 2000 under the government energy policy to reduce dependence on 
petroleum. 


“Amid increasing construction of various large-size nuclear facilities, social 
demand for safety at nuclear power plants and environmental preservation against 
radioactivity is growing, calling for full assessment of selection, designing, 
construction and operation. 


"In this context, the establishment of proper standards for each part of the 
process is urgently needed,” Dr Cha explained. 


Four safety standards will be mapped out by the center during this year on 
environmental evaluation of sites for nuclear facilities, five on safety in 
designing, five on guarantees of the quality of various nuclear apparatus, he 
said. It will carry out safety check-ups on the Kori No 1 nuclear power plant 
during operation, and will test the installations, quality and efficiency of the 
No 2 and No 3 power plants, too, within this year. 


He said that emphasis would be placed on internaticial cooperation between the 
newly-established center and with similar organizations in advanced countries 
for the introduction of nuclear safety technology information and training of 
personnel. 


"At least 100 people specializing in nuclear safety will be sent to the U.S. 
Nuclear Regulatory Commission by 1986." 
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DAILY URGES EFFORTS FOR PRICE STABILITY

[Text] Various measures are being taken by both the government authorities and 
the private sector to attain a professed goal for the year of bringing down the 
rate of commodity price rises to a single-digit figure. 


In the wake of President Chon Tu-hwan's call last month to expel “deep-seated 
inflationary psychology” from society, brisk campaigns are afoot stressing the 

need for belt-tightening and savings by the general public and management 
rationalization as well as technical innovation by entrepreneurs and industrialists. 


Business circles have pledged in one form or another efforts to hold down the 
prices of their products and services, while most enterprises are expected to 
limit wage hikes for their employees for the year to a level less than 10 percent-- 
actions designed to avert a vicious circle of price-wage increases. 


In fact, the prices of numerous industrial and farm products--ranging from some 
clothing and food items to plate glass and reinforcing iron bars--have dipped 

in recent weeks. On the other hand, savings deposits at banking institutions 
have reportedly increased despite consecutive cuts in interest rates, a phenomenon 
generally attributed to slackened investment in real estate and other specula- 
tive targets. 


As things stand now, it is caituously regarded as feasible to limit the year's 
inflation to a range below 10 percent--for the first time in more than a decade. 


Backing up these prospects are indices showing that consumer and wholesale prices 
during the past 6 months rose only 1.3 and 1.8 percent respectively, which 
compare favorably with the annual rates for 1981 standing at 12.6 and 11.8 
percent and moreover with those for 1980 registering 34.6 and 44.2 percent. 


Such a stable price trend is largely due to drops in the international prices 

of raw materials, notably including crude oil, and last year's bumper crops of 
rice and other agricultural products. Also to be cited is the still persistent 
recession that has compelled many a manufacturer to unload overstocked inventories 
at reduced prices in order to keep their businesses running. 














For all that, more wide-ranging and consistent measures are needed to attain 
price stability, the prime target of economic policies in balance with sustaining 
moderate growth, and also to forestall any adverse side-effects which may stem 
from an arbitrary or across-the-board enforcement of a wiform policy wdermining 
normal economic fumctions and the market mechanisna. 


While conscientious performance by businessmen and frugality by the general 
public are in order, there is also room for the government authorities and the 
public sector as a whole to engage in further belt-tightening. 


For one thing, public offices at all levels should be willing and resolute to 
trim their spendings, the tax-payers’ money. The cuts, however hard they may 
be to effect, are hoped to be well reflected in the readjustment of the working 
budget programs not only as a tangible action to “share pains” with the people 
but also as a means to reduce the financial impact on price patterns. 


For another, efforts ought to be made to hold down increases in public utility 
rates and other charges under government control. This aspect is noteworthy 

in view of last year's experience that rises in charges for most public utilities, 
from electricity to railroad transportation, played a leading role in the general 
price hike. 


Also needed are steps to expedite the improvement of merchandise distribution 
networks, which often impose exorbitant margins on commodity prices, and to guard 
against such drawbacks as a possibility that too stri=zent price control may 
result in the discouragement of business initiatives and particularly investment 
in technical innovation, which is vital to improve the competitiveness of Korean 
products on world markets.

GOVERNMENT WILL NOT ADOPT ‘SHOCKING’ ECONOMIC MEASURES

[Text] From now om tie government will not introduce any “shocking” policy 
measures which, more often than not, dislocate the orderly economic activities, 
Deputy Prime Minister Kim Chum-song said yesterday. It will instead encourage 
local business interests to improve their financial structures which are directly 
concerned with the international competitiveness, Kim, concurrently minister of 
economic planning, said. 


Kim made these and other remarks while making a congratulatory speech at the 
Federation of Korea Industries (FKI) which held its annual general meeting 
yesterday. Chong Chu-yong, chairman of the FKI, and some 300 influential busi- 
ness figures and well-wishers were on hand at the meeting. 


Stressing that it is the right time for the local business community to restruc- 
ture themselves for the “civil-oriented" economic era, Kim said that the higher 
liability ratio commonly experienced by leading local business firms is one of 
the phenomena brought about by the excessive growth economic policy guidelines 
in Keynesian fashion. "We are determined to foster favorable and stabilized 
business climate in which more enterprises can make increased facility invest- 
ment without fear of any abrupt change of economic habitat," said Kim. 


He then disclosed that the debt servicing ratio this year is expected to top 
12.8 percent. In this connection, Kim called on business leaders to do their 
utmost efforts in cooperation with the government to keep foreign debt from 
increasing further by reducing import demand. 


In the meantime, the FKI Chairman Chong said in his address that local business 
firms should make redoubled efforts to improve their international competitive 
edge through productivity boosts while improving the working condition for their 
employees. “It is true that the vast majority of local business firms have been 
too much dependent on various kinds of protective measures including preferential 
loans and tax holidays accorded by the government, but we have to change such an 
easygoing approach to business management,” Chong stressed. 


He then called upon business leaders to advance more aggressively into inter- 


national markets with the increased productvitiy and a rationalized management 
formula to serve the interest of the country as a whole.

BUSINESSMEN URGE JAPANESE TECHNOLOGY TRANSFER

[Text] Tokyo, 16 Feb (YONHAP)--Korean and Japanese business leaders Monday 
unanimously expressed the hope for an early solution to the problem of Seoul's 
standing request for $6 billion in Japanese loans. 


Pak Tae-chun, the Seoul-side chairman of the Korean-Japanese Economic Council, 
said here that business leaders from the two countries shared the view that the 
loan problem should be settled “in any form," in order to promote bilateral 
economic cooperation. 


The leaders of the five major Korean economic organizations currently visiting 
Japan, and their Japanese cowterparts exchanged views on the matter over a 
luncheon prior to the second Korean-Japanese preparatory meeting slated for 
Thursday and Friday here, to discuss the loan issue. 


According to Pak, who is concurrently serving as president of the Pohang Steel 
and Iron Co, the Korean businessmen explained to their Japanese cowterparts 
that Korea is coming out of an economic recession, and needs the Japanese loans 
as part of the capital for the implementation of the fifth 5-year economic 
development plan (1982-86). 


The Korean businessmen also stressed that Japan should be willing to transfer 
its advanced technology to Korea. Japan has been reluctant to transfer tech- 
nology to Korea claiming that its technology is used for the manufacture of 
Korean commodities which are then exported to Japan. 


Pak added that the businessmen of both countries agreed to hold frequent meetings 
to deepen mutual understanding and bring about closer economic cooperation.

MINISTER HINTS MERGER IN PETROCHEMICAL SECTOR

[Text] Minister of Commerce and Industry So Sok-chwn reemphasized the necessity 
to streamline the greatly troubled petrochemical and chemical fertilizer 
industries. Appearing on a KBS-TV program last night, he said that the "“ration- 
alization" of the management of the industries does not necessarily mean the 
closure or merger of some petrochemical and fertilizer firms. “If deemed 
necessary, however, there is a possibility some companies will be shut down or 
merged into others,” So said. 


On 3 February the minister said in a business briefing to President Chon Tu-hwan 
that the ministry planned to work out a set of measures to stimulate the manage- 
ment of both the petrochemical and the fertilizer industries, which are now in 
a severe slump, by the end of next month. So also indicated that some defense 
industry firms will wndergo a revamping. 


Last year all the major petrochemical companies except Korea Oil Corp suffered 
heavy losses. Dow Chemical Korea, a 100-percent investment interest of Dow 
Chemical of the United States was 21.8 billion won in the red. Its operating 
rate was as low as 54 percent. Samsung Petrochemical, a joint venture between 
Samsung group and American and Japanese interests, also suffered a heavy loss 
of 9 billion, 2.2 billion won more than the 1980 figure. 


In the chemical fertilizer industry Korea's fertilizer production surpassed 
2,850,000 tons last year of which 1 million tons failed to find users. The 
high domestic production costs make it difficult for fertilizer companies to 
export products overseas, Ministry of Commerce and Industry officials said. 


On another subject, Minister So expressed confidence that the nation will be 
able to chalk up merchandise exports of between $24.5 billion and $25 billion 
this year, as planned by the ministry, despite the sluggish arrivals of letters 
of credit for exports during the past 4 months. L/C receipts declined last 
September, October, November and January, clouding the export outlook during 
the first half of this year. Commodity exports increased by only 3.9 percent 
last month over the same period of last year. 


So, however, gave no hint that the government will take hold steps to stimulate 
merchandise exports such as a drastic devaluation of the won against the American 
dollar.

GREATER POTATO PRODUCTION ENCOURAGED--Seoul, 20 Feb (YONHAP)--The Agriculture- 
Fisheries Ministry will encourage the cultivation of potatoes, as part of its 
efforts to make up for the chortage of rice, according to a ministry plan 
released Friday. The ministry plan on potato production for the next 5 years 
projects a harvest of 864,000 tons in 1986, a considerable increase over the 
490,000 tons expected this year. The ministry's plan is designed to make potatoes 
one of Korea's main staples, along with rice and barley. To successfully carry 
it out, the ministry will induce farmers to grow more potatoes in the fall, 
develop through genetic engineering new strains which are less vulnerable to 
diseases and establish 68 potato farming complexes across the cowmtry. The plan, 
which will be implemented beginning this year, also includes the development of 
various foods which will use potatoes as a main ingredient.

NEW TAX SYSTEM—-Seoul, 10 Feb (YONHAP)--The Korea Research Institute for Human 
Settlements Wednesday called for the introduction of a preferential regional 
taxation system as 4 means to curb excessive population increases in large cities. 
In a report or how to depopulate large cities, the state-rwm research institute 
urged the government to impose heavier taxes on business enterprises and resi- 
dents in overpopulated urban districts. This would include the residence tax, 
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the registration tax, the property tax, the corporate tax and the income tax. 
The report made at the request of the Construction Ministry suggested that 
residence tax be increased by three times in Seoul, and by two times in Pusan; 
and that income tax on enterprises be doubled in Seoul and Pusan. It also 
suggested that taxes on newly-formed corporations in large cities should be 
increased by five times, from the current 2 percent to 10 percent, and that 
property taxes on vacant lots in large cities should also be raised considerably.

COMPANIES PLAN PAY INCREASE--The regular pay boost rates at major local business 
groups this year are expected to be somewhere between 7 to 10 percent, far lower 
than the average of the recent past years. Informed business sources said 
yesterday that Hywndai group has decided to raise salaries of their staff 
members at an annual increase rate of 7 percent on the average while Samsung and 
Sunkyong groups are to mark up by 9 and 10 percent respectively. The lower- 
than-average salary increase rates being considered by the business interests 
should be interpreted in the context of the ongoing government's efforts to 
stabilize commodity prices below the single-digit inflation levels, the sources 
said. The other big-name business groups such as Kukje, Daewoo, Lucky and 
Hyosung will most likely curb salary increase rates at 10 percent or less. 
Accordingly, the starting salary for the newly recruited staff with college 
diploma, for instance, will be in the neighborhood of 270,000 to 280,000 won this 
year from last year's 250,000 to 260,000 won, they observed.

POSCO'S SECOND STEEL MILL--Pohang Iron and Steel Co (POSCO), Korea's sole 
integrated steel mill, will invest a total of $2,172 million into the construc- 
tion of the second steel mill at Kwangyang Bay near Yosu, Cholla Namdo. The total 
breaks down to $1,358 million in domestic capital and $814 million in foreign 
loans, POSOCO annownced yesterday. Sources for the planned foreign capital are 
not yet decided on, the announcement said. POSOCO said that the total construc- 
tion costs exclude those needed for the building of the plant site and other 
auxiliary facilities. The company will begin building the steel plant 1 July 1985. 
Before then, the plant site as well as a port and other auxiliary facilities will 
be made available, the company said. When it is dedicated early in 1958, the 
Kwangyang steel mill is expected to have a yearly production capacity of 2,700,000 
tons on the slab basis, according to the annowncement. In another development, 
POSCO reported that its before-tax profit last year amounted to 53 billion won, 
with its turnover totaling 1,520.5 billion won. The company has set its sales 
goal at roughly 1,800 billion won. During the past year, POSCO turned out a 

total of 8,688,000 tons of crude steel according 1.2 percent of the world total. 
The foreign debt outstanding as of the end of last year was $1,232 million.

EDUCATION MINISTER PLEDGES IMPROVEMENTS

[Text] Minister of Educatioa Yi Kyu-ho said yesterday the government will soon 
take measures to improve the present college entrance examination system. He 
said, however, he has no intention of changing the system basically. 


Appearing on a state-run Korean Broadcasting System (KBS) television program 
yesterday evening, he said that under the current system, college-bouwnd students 
are offered options. These options, he said, appeared to have caused problems to 
students as they applied to colleges recently. He was referring to the problem 
students faced in choosing the colleges considered suitable to their ability and 
aptitude. He especially mentioned the wait-and-see attitude many students have 
held before selecting colleges and applying in the final hours of the deadline. 


Under those options, students were allowed to apply first for any two of the 
colleges which were designated as the first group for interviews. On interview 
day, the students were required to appear at either one of the schools, in the 
event they applied for two colleges. 


The students had b*en informed of the points scored in the state-run qualifying 
tests for college entrance and of the scholastic grades made in the final year 
of their high schools. Such information was provided to help students in 
choosing appropriate colleges to apply for, the minister recalled. Those options 
offered were found to be institutional weak points, he said. "We will soon find 
remedy for these weaknesses and put them into effect," Minister Yi said. 


He regretted that students applied for the so-called reputed or popular college 
departments regardless of whether those courses were appropriate for them or not. 
These students apparently applied for those departments from the notion that 
study ian the courses would help them make them successes after graduation, the 
minister said. Students must do away with such a notion, he said. 


Intellectuals with such a notion would feel alienated if their aims were not 
achieved, the minister said, adding they could become a factor causing social 
unrest. 


The minister said students must acquire knowledge or techniques needed for 
productive future jobs. Guidance will be made in this direction, he added. 
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The minister said high schools will be allowed to conduct special classes for 
students who are grouped according to their ability and aptitude in specific 
subjects. 


He said continued efforts will be made to insure an atmosphere in whcih college 
students can study peacefully on their campuses without disturbance. No student 
activities undermining the normal campus atmosphere will be tolerable, the 
education minister said. 


During the 30-minute TV program, Minister Yi also referred to the easing of the 
hair and dress code that went into effect this semester for middle and high 


school boys and girls and asked parents to guide their children properly in 
the wearing of hair and clothing.

COLLEGE PROFESSORS TO RATE STUDENTS" CHARACTERS

[Text] The Education Ministry suggested yesterday that college professors give 
grades on “the power of judgment, creativity, leadership, sense of responsibility, 
human relations and patriotism" to individual students in recommending them for 
employment after graduation. The professors’ assessment would be made in five 
grades for each category of personal character, according to a model presented 
by the ministry to a meeting of the deans of student affairs from 100 colleges 
and universities at Sumchonhyang College in Onyang. 


The rersonal estimates in each category would be made by professors in charge 
at the end of every year until the graduation of each student. 


All students at four-year colleges and wiversities should submit the professors’ 
recommendations in applying for employment in either governmental or private 
organizations, according to the ministry plan. 


The personality card to be filed separately from the personal academic record to 
each student will keep track of the behavior of students in and out of school, 
the ministry said. The personal file to be kept by professors in charge will 
also include records of extracurricular activities as well as those of any 
punishment by school authorities, the ministry said. 


General opinions on 4 years of school life will also be written by professors 
designated by the department chairmen in the recommendations for employment. 


The model form was provided on the basis of similar systems used in foreign 
countries, reflecting the wishes of government and private organizations, 
according to concerned ministry officials. However, the ministry said, other 
categories for personal estimates could be added depending on the peculiar 
conditions of individual schools. 


The personal files will be kept by student affairs offices after their graduation 
and copied when necessary as reference materials at times of application for 
employment. The government had earlier announced its intention to take into 
account letters of recommendation from professors in the employment of civil 
servants from next year. 


Private enterprises were learned to be showing a positive response to the new 
system attaching great importance to letters of recommendation in accepting new 


emp loyees. 


The ministry made clear thet personal recommendation cards for sophomore and 
higher class students would also be provided from this year.

[Text] It is often stressed that any educational scheme should be sought by 
the relevant authorities from a far-sighted view, instead of mapping it out 
in a hasty and makeshift manner. This is because the educational policy 
designed to foster the incoming generation in a reasonable and productive way 
will immediately affect the future of the nation and society which relies on 
them, most understandably. 


Reports are that the Education Ministry is seeking a drastic new system of 
recommending college graduates for employment, in which professors will give 
grades on the various aspects of students’ character, aside from their academic 
records obtained during campus days. Specifically, the professors are asked to 
give grades on the power of judgment, creativity, leadership, sense of responsi- 
bility, human relations and patriotism to individual students, thus providing 
criteria for screening them in job-seeking upon graduation. 


Along with the academic ability of a collegian, his or her character as revealed 
by these personal estimates specifically classified by the educational authorities 
can of course be a striking criterion for employing candidates in professional 
fields. Therefore, our immediate attention is drawn to the weight which the 
industrial and other establishments will give to the personal estimates of 

college graduates at the time of employing them based on the recommendations 

from university authorities. 


The professors’ assessments will reportedly be made in five grades for each 
category of personal character, according to a model presented by thc educational 
authorities to a meeting of the deans of student affairs from 100 colleges and 
universities held over the weekend. The personal estimates in each category 
will be made by professors in charge at the end of every year until graduation, 
according to the new educational device. 


Among other things, we would like to interpret the newly proposed educational 
schezes as part of government efforts to create a fresh campus climate where 
students can concentrate their endeavors on their respective academic subjects 
in a healthy and desirable way. 
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Nevertheless, we should refer to the fact that the authentic assessment of the 
academic and non-academic abilities of collegians during their campus days is a 
most difficult task. It is always stressed that educational assessment should 
be made in a just and fair manner, particularly when the results will determine 
the future of a youthful college graduate. 


Human abilities can hardly be measured with numerical scores in many cases, 
particularly because people can display their best capabilities in different 

stages of life depending upon individuals. Thus, it is said that slow students 

can even be the best ones in society at a later day. This is eloquently indica- 
tive of the negative feasibility of giving definite grades to collegians concerning 
estimates of their character. 


Even the parents of students are not in a position to give their youngsters scores 
objectively estimating their personal capabilities. Then, the university 
professors may hardly be able to give grades to their students in many cases, 
particularly as criteria for job opportunities upon graduation.

CHON URGES TAEJON BUILDUP TO RELIEVE SEOUL

[Text] Taejon--President Chon Tu-hwan yesterday said that the government plans 
to increase its investments in the development of Taejon, the capital city of 
Chungchong Namdo, because the city is very important in view of its central 
location. Visiting the local government office here, the president also called 
for the development of the industries near the provincial capital city to help 
reduce the population congestion in Seoul. 


Chon had lunch with provincial leaders, talking largely on the development of 
the city, and then was briefed on the local government's administrative policy 
programs for 1982 by Gov Yoo Heung-soo. The president ordered the cabinet to 


designate Taejon the pilot city in the government project of transferring central 


government authority to the local administration. 


Touching on urban development projects, Chon said that those programs should be 


conducted on a long-range perspective and that the government's financial invest- 


ments should be increased for an urban modernization. He proposed the holding 
of various government-sponsored meetings in Taejon, saying the city is the 
center of the country in terms of its location and transportation. 


President Chon said "We should exert utmost efforts to bring about a fruitful 
outcome in the present corruption-elimination drive, thus removing from our 
society such words as ‘irregularity’ or ‘corruption. '" 


Calling for the establishment of "service administration," the president said 
that administrative procedures should be simplified for a swift conveyance of 
ideas from superiors to subordinates and vice versa. 


On the government's open-door policy, including the lifting of the nightly curfew, 
he said that it was aimed at raising the people's law-abiding spirit and consoli- 


dating national unity as well as enhancing the national prestige abroad. 

"Some people seem to worry about the nation's security stand in the wake of the 
government's execution of the open-door policy. We should exert every effort to 
strengthen the security posture," the president said.

SNU'S COMMUNISM LECTURES--Seoul National University [SNU] has decided to give 
lectures on political ideologies, including commmism, as part of the regular 
curriculum from the second semester of this year in a move to counter possible 
leftist influences on students in a positive manner, it was learned yesterday. 
The school authorities have planned to conduct the ideological education from 
the first semester of this year, but deferred it due to lack of preparations 
including textbooks and teaching staff. Students will be obliged to receive the 
lectures as a compulsory subject from the second semester of this year, the 
authorities said. The ideological education has so far been included in the 
subject of national ethics. The government decision to allow sales of some books 
on communist ideology that used to be prohibited was related to the projected 
lectures at SNU, expected to be given by other universities in the near future, 
school officials said. The school also plans to hold seminars on ideological 
education during the first semester to provide a proper curriculum for the 
education. It is also considering forming a temporary committee composed of 
pertinent professors to work out necessary textbooks for the education while 
securing sufficient teaching staff. According to SNU President Kwon E-hyock, 

the education would show a great departure from the type of education in the past 
which merely tried to imbue the students with the idea that “the communism is 
bad." Ideological education in the future will take the form of helping students 
realize the fallaciousness of communism by giving them access to the real picture 
of communism, he said.

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FRESHMEN BANNED FROM CIRCLES--Seoul National University [SNU] has decided to 
prohibit its freshmen students from joining any campus circles during the first 
semester while strengthening the qualifications for student groups to be 
officially recognized, it was learned yesterday. According to Prof Cho Yong-sop, 
dean of student affairs, the decision is primarily aimed at providing chances 
for the freshmen to acquire correct views on circle activities before joining 
them. This is the first time the national school has forbidden its freshman 
Students to join any campus club for a certain period. The school will also 
make it mandatory for all printed materials issued by student circles to get 
prior approval from the school authorities before their distribution, he said. 

A new campus circle will be required to be composed of more than 90 members 

from six or more colleges, each having at least 15 members. A circle has been 
qualified until now by having more than 45 members composed of more than 15 
students from three different colleges. The strengthening of qualification was 
necessary to ensure braoder participation of students in sound circle activities, 
he said. There were 61 student circles of various natures involving athletic, 
religious, culture and artistic activities as of the end of last year. But the 
number is expected to be greatly reduced due to the strengthening of their 
qualifications next year.

SNU TO EXPEL STUDENTS--Seoul National University [SNU] decided yesterday to expel 
178 students because of their poor academic achievements during the second 
semester of last year.

The number of those to be 
subject to expulsion breaks down to 153 freshman students and 25 in higher 
classes, it said.

SHORTAGE OF LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICERS--An acute shortage of judges and prosecuting 
officers causes slowdowns in court trials and impedes the state‘s administration 
of justice. According to the Supreme Court, the number of judges on active duty 
as of 15 February is 124 short of the quorum set at 687, and 26 of those on 
active duty hold concurrent posts or have assignments other than court trials. 
The actual number of judges engaged in court trials is 540. The number of 
prosecutors on active duty is 108 short of the quorum of 517. With 40 of then 
holding concurrent posts or serving on assignments, the actual number of officers 
on duty comes to 365--70 percent of a quorum. This shortage of judges and 
prosecutors is attributed to last year's reshuffle, which resulted in 63 vacancies, 
and to an increase in the number of judges and prosecutors officers quitting their 
jobs.

STEPS TO CURB POPULATION GROWTH——-Seoul, 19 Feb (YONHAP)—The government plans to 
raise the legal age for marriage and implement a host of other measures to curb 
South Korea's population growth, it was learned Friday. The plan, which was 
agreed on during an inter-ministry officials’ meeting Friday, also calls for 
heavier taxes for couples with more than two children and the readjustment of 
wage-earners’ monthly installments for medical insurance based on the number of 
children they have. According to officials present at the meeting, the plan 
will be presented to the National Assembly in September, by which time the new 
legal age for marriage will be decided after public hearings have been held. 

At present, the legal age for marriage in South Korea is 18 for men and 16 for 
women, provided the couple has obtained parental consent, and 20 for both men 
and women, regardless of parental consent. In another move, farmers and fishermen 
who volunteer for sterilization would be given priority in securing loans from 
agricultural and fisheries cooperatives. Low-wage earners who get sterilized 
will receive a boost in government subsidies. South Korea's population reached 
39,029,339 as of the end of last year, according to official statistics. [Text]

DAILY ANALYZES NO'S OVERSEAS TOUR

[Text] The 3-day official visit to Paris of Foreign Minister No Sin-yong from 

21 February is evaluated as a productive effort from various angles that will 
contribute to readjusting Korean-French relations into a new aspect of amity. 

He is the first Korean foreign minister to be officially invited by France since 
the establishment of diplomatic ties between the two allies, and the first cabinet 
member to hold formal talks with French socialist leaders since the changes of 
leadership in Seoul and Paris. 


Among the French leaders he will meet are President Francois Mitterrand, Premier 
Pierre Mauroy, and his counterpart Claude Cheysson. 


The importance of No's visit there is seen as going beyond bilateral Korea-France 
relations and its effect will therefore be examined not only in East Asia but 
also in Europe in view of the French influence and ever-growing North Korean 
diplomatic offensives for propaganda purposes. 


Subjects of meetings between Minister No and French leaders will be many and 
wide-ranging, touching on the plan for closer partnership in the sphere of 
politics, trade, and technical knowhow. 


Politically, No is expected to seek a positive French mediatory role in realizing 
the peace formula proposed by President Chon Tu-hwra in his 22 January policy 
statement after briefing French leaders on its contents, including a 20-point 
pilot project issued by Unification Minister Son Chae-sik 1 February-~-all rejected 
outright by Pyongyang. 


Diplomatic observers here brushed aside any speculation that the inauguration of 
a socialist leadership in France might give an impetus to the establishment of 
formal diplomatic ties between North Korea and France. They say that Seoul-Paris 
relations will not develop to the detriment of their mutual interests which have 
hitherto been based on their traditionally existing amicable bonds, despite the 
establishment of the French socialist government. 
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The principal idea behind his Paris trip is to promote both diplomatic and trade 
relations in sufficient depth, thereby increasing substantial benefits to an 
immense possible degree, they pointed out. 


In this regard, measures for increased trade and cooperation in technical knowhow 
will be a natural topic for their talks. At the same time, discussion of the 
possibility of a Korea-France summit meeting is likely. 


The trade volume between the two states in 1980 marked $482 million ($291 million 
in exports and $191 million in imports) compared with the trifling amowt of 
trade between Paris and Pyongyang. France has reportedly exported $4,700,000 
worth of goods to North Korea while its imports from Pyongyang reached arowd 
$18 million in the same year. 


Besides trade cooperation, the amount of loans Korea has introduced from France 
from 1959 totals $795 million. This breaks down to $74 million in public loans 
and $721 million in commercial loas. 


Korea has awarded about $600 million worth of contracts : ace for the construc- 
tion of the Nos 9 and 10 nuclear plants. 


Minister No is also scheduled to visit India and Nigeria where he will preside 
over meetings of Korean diplomatic mission heads. He will also make an official 
trip to Sri Lanka. 


His working trips there will surely serve to neutralize North Korean delegations 
which have scurried arownd four ASEAN member cowtries except the Philippines 
and other states like Bangladesh, Togo, Nigeria, Romania, Bulgaria and East 
Germany in recent days. 


Rejecting both the 22 January and 1 February overtures forwarded by Seoul, 
Pyongyang sent such a high-ranking official as Premier Yi Chong-ok to ASEAN 
states where his delegation was given a cold reception. 


For instance, it failed to issue a joint commumique with Indonesia, while Thailand 
has rejected a North Korean offer to open its embassy in Bangkok and talks on 
the conclusion of commercial aviation agreenent. 


Diplomatic observers view that the recent Pyongyang diplomatic efforts were 


designed to avoid being isolated from the international commumity, which gives 
wide support to the Seoul-initiated peace formulas.

INDIA'S GANDHI EXTENDS INVITATION TO CHON

Discussing ways to promote economic cooperation, Rao requested that Seoul invest 
in the sub-continent, and No proposed the conclusion of agreements on security 
of investments, double taxation prevention, and visa exemptions, prior to such 


investments. 


The two agreed that Korea and India woulc continue cooperating in the construc- 


tion sector and make joint investments for construction projects in third 
coumtries. 


Rao expressed an interest in the Korean shipbuilding industry, and requested to 
dispatch a troupe of Korean performing artists to India during the Asian games 


slated for this fall in New Delhi, to which No responded favorably. 


Winding up a S~day visit, No left India Sunday for France, on the third leg 
of his ongoing 2-week overseas tour.

DAILY HAILS RELATIONSHIP WITH INDIA

[Text] The growing ties of friendship and cooperation between Seoul and New 
Delhi will attain an unprecedented height with the proposed visit of President 
Chon Tu-hwan in India in the near future. The invitation for our chief executive 
to visit India topped off Foreign Minister No Sin-yong's meetings with New 

Delhi Government leaders last week. Prime Minister Indira Gandhi extended the 
invitation when she received visiting Foreign Minister No. However, no specific 
date was made. The expected presence of President Chon in India which may also 
be reciprocated by Prime Minister Gandhi in a return visit is certain to make a 
new epoch in relations between the two cowtries. 


The trial has been blazed by Minister No who went to India for a rownd of talks 
with his Indian counterpart and an annual conference of Korean overseas mission 
chiefs in Asian and Middle Eastern nations. The expected visit of Foreign 
Minister P.V. Narasimba Rao in Seoul this summer will further pave the way for 
closer summit-level contact between the two governments. 





The two foreign ministers agreed in principle to increase their bilateral trade 
and economic cooperation three times, from the present total trade turnover at 
$310 to 1,000 million in the next few years. Their discussions also touched on 
the possibility of Korea building ships for India and seeking ways to set up 
joint ventures in other councries. 


Korea's intercourse with India has always been rather scanty except for the 
latter's cultural influence as the birthplace of Buddhism. The pilgrimage of 

the Silla Kingdom's High Priest Hey Cho to India via Tang China in the 8th century 
is perhaps the oldest episode of Korea's relationship with that South Asian 
nation. However, only since World Yar II has the modern India had some limited 
part to play in the growth of the newly independent Korea as a member of the 
United Nations organization. 


Regular diplomatic ties were begwm in 1973 at an ambassadorial level. Tradi- 
tionally, New Delhi's neutralist stand in international affairs has kept the two 
coumtries at a respectful distance, as a result of Seoul's deep commitment to 
the United States and the Western world. 
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The recent advent of new leaderships in Seoul and New Delhi may have opened a 
new chapter in the evolving Korean-Indian friendship. The developing economies 
of the two naticns based on liberal and pragmatic strategies have much room for 
mutual pertnership in terms of technical know-how, capital investment and work 
force. 


Politically and diplomatically, the two countries can work together more closely 
and profitably as members of the Third World. As pioneer and key member of 

the Nonaligned Movement, India is in a position to help make the Republic of 
Korea better accepted in the nonaligned circle. 


It is reassuring and timely that our contacts and exchanges with the South Asian 
giant have recently multiplied and broadened. In addition to their political 
and economic relations, both nations have just begun to discover the rich store 
of common historical and cultural heritage which they can share with each other.

TIES WITH FRANCE, INDIA APPLAUDED

[Text] Diplomacy is a skillful art of handling relations between nations, which 
requires consistency, comprehensiveness and subtle approaches. It is bound to 
make remarkable progress when tactful initiatives are exercised taking advantage 
of new moments, both internal and international. 


Illustrative instances of such positive developments in the nation's diplomacy 
include President Chon Tu-hwan's successful visit last year to the United States 
and the member coumtries of the Association of Southeast Asian Nations, which 
were made at the threshhold of the fifth republic ushering in a new order on 

the domestic scene. 


Followup efforts have since been made in various aspects not only to substantiate 
the results of the summit diplomacy but also in quest of new initiatives. An 
example is Foreign Minister No Sin-yong's current whirlwind tour through four 
countries--Sri Lanka, India, France and Nigeria. 


Of many tangible outcomes of the minister's travel so far, outstanding were 
those made in Lew Delhi and Paris in terms of their impacts on Seoul's standing 
and role in the international community as well as on its search for expanded 
economic cooperation with the two nations and, through their good offices, with 
other countries. 


In India, the giant of the South Asian subcontinent which has played a ley role 
in founding the nonaligned bloc and charting its course today, Mr No made 
persuasive efforts to explain to Prime Minister Indira Gandhi and other New 

Delhi leaders Seoul's forward-looking stance and practical approaches to settling 
inter-Korean questions and ultimately achieving territorial wnification. 


He also paved the way to materialize a three-fold increase in the bilateral 
trade turnover, now standing at about $310 million, in the next few years and 
moreover on a complementary basis. 


In fact, potentials for further improvement of relations between the two countries 
are so great that the New Delhi Government extended an invitation, at the close 
of the minister's visit last week, for a visit to India by President Chon. 








Preceding the proposed presidential visit, which if realized will be the first 
of its kind since the establishment of formal diplomatic relations at the 
ambassadorial level in the early 1970's Indian Foreign Minister P.V. Narasimha 
Rao was reported as planning to visit Seoul in July or August to discuss in 
detail steps for the promotion of cooperative ties. 


As notable as the outcome in New Delhi was a round of talks Mr No had in Paris 
with French leaders, including President Francois Mitterrand and External Affairs 
Minister Claude Cheysson this week. 


To begin with, Mr No‘s tour itself was significant in that it was the first 
official visit to France by a Korean foreign minister in years and moreover that 
he was invited by a socialist government in Paris. The visit reaffirmed consis- 
tency in the French policy toward Korea, dissipating in effect apprehensions 
which prevailed at the time of the Mitterrand government's emergence last year. 


Furthermore, the minister's personal talks with French leaders should have made 
substantive contributions to upgrading the traditionally close bilateral ties 
in a new dimension for mutual benefits and also to soliciting a French role in 
solving problems on the Korean peninsula through peaceful means. 


Already underlining the Seoul-Paris relations in substantial terms is close 
economic cooperation, whcih includes among other things a $1.2 billion contract 
for building two nuclear power plants in Korea. 


Indeed, economic cooperation and trade count much in substantiating relations 
between any two countries and multilateral ties in today's international circun- 
stances, which feature a growing trend toward interdependence. Equally important 
is cooperation, if not collaboration, in diplomatic and sociocultural senses. 


In this connection, we place much expectations on a report that the French foreign 
minister may reciprocate Mr No's visit sometime in the next few months, hoping 


that arrangements will be expedited for another reported possibility for President 
Chon's visit to France.

[Excerpts] As a Christian and a cabinet member, I think it is very significant 
that I have this opportunity to discuss the question of “Christianity and 
ideology" with the Christian leaders of our country. In the name of Christianity, 
participation in politics once swept the world. This has become a serious ques- 
tion in our country. If the question of christians’ participation in politics 

is not pondered in the light of faith and the logic of reason, grave conse- 
quences may result for both the church and the state. 


I will not deal with a scientific and theological review of Christianity but I 
will discuse my views of the church. In short, as far as Christianity is 
concerned, political ideology is an idol. If we mobilize people with a certain 
political aim and sacrifice them and instigate them to hatred of certain people, 
the political idea can be considered an idol. If we are confused by the dichotomy 
of God's eternal kingdom and a political idea and its ideological symbol, we 

will eventually supplant God with political ideology. 


Christians long for God's kingdom on earth. Some Christian intellectuals, quick 
to pander to the trend of the times, have mistaken a politico-economic society 

in the secular world for the kingdom of God because of special spiritual tendencies 
that came into being in the 1950's and 1960's following World War II. They 

thought economic growth would continue indefinitely. This is why most intellec- 
tuals were enslaved by the idea of utopia. 


In our country, too, during the 1970's they talked about a society in which 
consumption would be considered a virtue. This idea of utopia made people hope 
for liberation from domination and rules and caused resistance against political 
systems of any type. Looking forward to an ideal social utopia, they condemed 
society and challenged the system. 


This greatly influenced all soctal sciences--religion, the arts and literature. 
Politico-theology and revolutionary theology went hand in hand with neo-Marxism. 
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The revolutionary ideology that spread caused campus turmoil in many countries 
in the name of participation in politics and aroused political gales in the 
Christian circles. 


Those who condemmed the system and sought participation in politics say people 
must side with the poor and struggle for them. Human rights is an issue and a 
slogan exploited by them. However, if they struggle for improvement instead 

of destruction, they must first discuss how to eliminate poverty and to guarantee 
human rights. We must snap out of our illusions and, based on reality, end 
poverty and build foundations for human life. 


Human rights mean rights with which man can live as a human being. However, 
what should be stressed first for true humaa life depends on the prevailing 
situation. 


The international situation presents various difficulties for our nation. If 
Christian leaders continue their resistance against the system in the name of 
participation in politics and reality, it may precipitate self-destruction. 
There is no system which we must resist. But there is a system which we must 
support and protect. When we consider the reality of No:th-South confrontation, 
anticommunism is a legitimate self-defense mechanism. If we want to enjoy 

human rights and bestow on posterity guaranteed human rights, we must cooperate 
in nation building. Since North and South confront each other ideologically, 

if Christians impede productive cooperation and national construction in the name 
of participation in politics, human rights may be buried. 


In our country, a nucleus of spiritual culture, Christians, like the Buddhists 
during the Silla Dynasty and Confucianists in the Yi Dynasty, must contribute 
to the rehabilitation of spiritual and moral order.

TRADE UNION ACTIVITIES, GOALS DISCUSSED

[Excerpts] The Federation of Korean Trade Unions [FKTU] held its Central Committee 
meeting at the Sejong Cultural Center on 6 February. At the meeting, which lasted 
for 4 hours, there were from the outset sincere discussions in an excited atmos- 
phere. 


In his opening address, FKTU President Chong Han-chu stressed: “All wion 
activities should be conducted on the basis of our national interests and public 
welfare; we should push through the principle of equality between labor and 
management." He also reflected on past wiion activites, saying: “It is neces- 
sary to eradicaie irregularities and all evil practices within our wions.” 


Particularly noteworthy is the fact that the FKTU made a serious self-examination 
concerning the improvement of standards of union members themselves. Through 
the resolution adopted at the meeting, the union leaders pledged themselves to 
actively develop the wiion's education and research activities and to strengthen 
their theoretical armament. 


At this juncture, the reporter recalled the recent wiion proposal on guaranteeing 
minimum living exprmses for urban workers and on wage increase this year. The 
proposal contained some points that could not be readily accepted even by workers 
themselves. 


Some unions demanded a wage increase of up to 56 percent this year. Of course, 
they cited various grounds for that. Realistically speaking, how could this 
demand be met? It is hard to say anything definitely now. However, it is 
obvious that the proposed increase is far from realistic. 


In the past, the union might ask for a wage increase of 40 to 50 percent, and 
the employer might make a counterproposal by suggesting 10 percent. After much 
dickering, they would reach agreement on increasing wages by 20 percent. It 

now appears desirable to put an end to such bargaining habits. They might well 
be a means to attain their goal. However, the workers’ demands should not become 
a target of criticism as being wmecientific and not well grounded theoretically. 
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It is very fortunate that the FKTU emphasized this point at the meeting. The 
FKTU demonstrates the new union endeavours to establish a new form of labor- 
management perspective. This is different from the past decade or so, when the 
unions failed to create a favorable climate for autonomous labor-management 
relations since their collective bargaining rights and the right of collective 
action were restricted under the special measure law on national defense and 
security. 


The bargaining for wage increases currently in progress has a good possibility 
of setting guidelines for the labor movement and labor-management relations in 
the future. 


The government wants business firms to refrain frou any excessively steep 
increase in wages, saying that prices this year will be held down to a level of 
10 percent. In fact, this is inevitable for price stabilization and for 
strengthening the competitiveness of our industries. 


Many enterprises including large conglomerates are making efforts to act in 
concert with government policy and to comply with workers’ demands by applying 
the method of granting less of a wage increase for higher income earners and more 
of an increase for lower income earners. 


Workers themselves are also fully aware of such a need because they wniderstand 
the serious economic recession. 


In this connection, the government has some important things to do. Once raised, 
wages will remain at a fixed level for almost a year. Accordingly, the government 
should keep its words on stabilizing prices so that the real value of the workers’ 
income will not be reduced. Business corporations, for their part, should also 
help increase workers’ fringe benefits by expanding welfare facilities for 
workers in consideration of their needy circumstances. In other words, as the 
Ministry of Labor Affairs reported to the president, various welfare projects 

for protecting low-income people and for augmenting real wages should be fully 

imp Llemented. 


The union leaders should not care too much about the government authorities or 
something else, but should present a policy conducive to the development of the 


nation, business enterprises and workers, on the basis of some scientific and 
acceptable theories.

DATA ON 1981 IMPORTS--Seoul, 10 Feb (YONHAP)--South Korea spent an aggregate 

of U.S.$1,085 million last year on foreign rice imports, 2.3 times more than the 
amount spent in 1980. According to a Commerce-Industry Ministry tally released 
Wednesday, the country’s expenses for rice imports in 198] were second only to 
expenses for the importation of crude oil. Korea imported $6,371 million worth 
of crude oil last year, up 13.1 percent over the previous year's. Among last 
year's 10 major import items, coal imports rose from seventh place in 1980 to 
fourth place, or $798 million worth. Crude oil imports dropped to 24.4 percent 
of the cowutry's total imports, the 25.3 percent in 1980, due to the stability 
of crude prices in the international markets. Seventy six and one-tenth percent 
of the total imports (amowting to $26.13 billion) was used domestically, and 
23.9 percent consisted of raw materials or parts used in the manufacture of items 
for export. Raw material imports in 1960 represented 47.8 percent of total 
imports.

DAILY ANALYZES PRC'S NEW POWER HIERARCHY

[Text] The brief mystery of Deng Xiacping's withdrawal from the first line of 
the Chinese power hierarchy is now appareat. Humdreds or thousands of officials 
are being sent into forced retirement ‘1: a struggle to remove the corrupt 
bureaucrats and ideological foes of the sresent leadership who demythologized 
Mao Tse-tung and opened the Chinese econumy to modern market principles as well 
as foreign investment. 


Deng's retreat to the “second line,” in effect, could be the gestation period for 
the present revolution aimed at weeding out corrupt, incompetent and radical] 
leftist officials. It was believed that the crackdown has long been in progress 
in the provinces. Now that he is reported to be back in Beijing, his showdown 
with the central bureaucracy may be in the offing. 


The purging of the gang of four marked a decisive turn in the course of the 
Chinese revolution. The new powerhouse of China, Deng, launched an ambitious 
modernization program to develop the country into an industrialized power by the 
end of this century. However, as its trial-and-error-fraught proceeding of the 
past few years has revealed, the lack of expertise is not the sole impediment 
to making headway. The greater obstacle might Le the latent but still potent 
forces of Maoist ideology committed to constant revolution. 


The purge of these leftist radicals can hardly be carried out in a matter of 
months or even years. Nearly three million fanatics entered the Chinese Communist 
Party during the cultural revolution of the 60's and many of them reached the 
middle or upper part of the power ladder by the time the post-Mao leadership 
emerged in the middle of the 70's. 


Deng’s new policy, characterized particularly by its tilt toward the West, has 
been exposed to considerable challenge from those followers of the cultural 
revolution. Later moderation and changes of the reformist policy, such as cuts 
‘n domestic investment and foreign contracts and the tightened controls on 
intellectual freedom, may speak for the intensity of the challenge from Deng's 
ideological adversaries. 











As Deng is known for his adaptability, he would not risk a frontal confrontation 
with the foes of his pragmatist ambitions. But as the captain who ied the 
de-Maoization drive, Deng must be aware, perhaps better than any other, of the 
need to have his reforms carried on by the new generation of leaders without 
ahitch. To this end he has the enormous task, likely to be his last, of clearing 
the party and government bureaucracy of the remants of the cultural revolution. 


In this regard, the current purge in China may be regarded as a reverse cultural 
revolution. Given the tremendous number of party members and bureaucrats, spread 
all over the vastness of the country, the new struggle may be compared to another 
long march. Deng himself made an exemplary retirement into the second line, 
apparently in an attempt to replace the aged bureaucrats and party officials 

at the top of the hierarchy with young reformists who would carry on the de-Maoist 
modernization progran. 


But then the future course of the current revolution aside, it will be safe to 
say that such a struggle is part and parcel of commumist revolution. The history 
of the Chinese communist revolution itself has ample evidence of it.

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DAILY HAILS U.S. EFFORTS FOR KOREAN SECURITY

[Text] Two top-ranking American military leaders joined in calling world 
attention to the ever-present danger cf communist North Korea renewing the armed 
invasion of South Korea. One emanating from Washington and the other hailing 
from Tokyo, the two voices also pointed to the moumting pressure of the Soviet 
arms buildup that necessitates stronger defense preparedness against the south- 
ward threat in the region. 


In a report presented to Congress Gen David Jones, chairman of U.S. Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, said early this week that Washington should upgrade its combat capa- 
bilities in Korea to counter the North Korean menace because there is no evidence 
that the latter has abandoned its design of remitting the Korean peninsula on 
its own terms, that is, through military conquest. \ 


Stressing the strategic importance of Korea which justifies continued American 
commitments to its security, the highest American general in active service 
declared that strong U.S. combat and logistic support is needed in light of North 
Korea's increasing military capabilities while the South Korean Navy is plagued 
by aging ships and equipment despite significant improvements in ground and air 
force hardware. 


Addressing a group of Japanese military leaders, government officials and 
journalists in Tokyo Wednesday, U.S. Defense Department Deputy Undersecretary 
for Policy Richard Stilwell expressed his view that although North Korea is 
undergoing economic hardship it is beefing up its military strength with the help 
of the Soviet Union and could attack South Korea without warning. 


The retired general and former commander of the United Nations Command here 
said Pyongyang would take advantage of any political wnrest in the South, adding 
that the political stability and economic development of the South are in the 
national interests of Japan and the United Stetes. 


Based on their firsthand exposure to the Korean situation as well as their long 
experience in the communist tactics and strategies of revolution and expansionisna, 











observations of these two senior Pentagon officials cannot be considered anything 
but definitive and realistic. They know the risks involved and effective ways 
of coping with the potential acversaries without any illusions. 


Both Korean and American troops have geared up preparations for the massive 
transpacific joint exercise, Team Spirit 82, slati:d to begin this weekend. 
Originally conceived as a complementary measure to take care of the aftermath 
of American disengagement, the annual maneuver has now established itself as 
the bulwa x and symbol of the wnabated and rather reinforced American resolve 
to preserve peace and stability in and around the Korean peninsula. 


The unmistakable assessment of the precarious balance of power in northeast Asia 
overshadowed by the persistent aggressiveness and militancy of a North Korea 
backed by its northern allies--this recognition must wnderscore the foreign 
policy of the U.S. administration now and for the future wiless North Korea 
changes its policy towards South Korea. Washington's allies interested in the 
security of the region should also take heed and use diplomatic pressure to 
ensure peace. 


As far as the lingering tension and the hanging crisis of a shooting conflict 
in and around this peninsula go, the two career soldiers can never be suspected 
of crying wolf. Those who might think othe<wise thanks to communist propaganda 
had better give it a second thought.

"The Canadian Government believes 
President Chon's proposals are a comprehensive, constructive and sincere attempt 
to promote the peaceful wification of the Korean people.

BAN ON POLITICAL ACTIVITY SHOULD BE RECONSIDERED

[Text] Four times since the nation's liberation we have experienced legislative 
acts designed to regviate political activities, such as the antinational act 
enforced soon after the nation's liberation, the law on regulating the civil 
rights of persons who have committed antidemocratic acts, which took effect 
after the 19 April students’ revolt, the political purification law, implemented 
after the 1€ May revolution and finally, the political reform law, which has 
been in effect since November of 1980. 


These legislstive acts are products of changes in the times and of the political 
scene, and their enforcement, as a matter of fact, was and is based on ad hoc 
legislation, politically motivated—-beyond the realm of law. The current 
political reform law, too, was enacted for the purpose of liquidating corruption 
and disorder of the past and pursuing stable democratic politics--a political 
purpose stated in article one of the law. 


Politically inspired legislation raises questions from a legal point of view. 
It was from a legal point of view that the Democratic Korea Party [DKP], at the 
last regular National Assembly session, proposed a bill in which i*. recommended 
the reinstatement of persons whose political activities are banned by law. 


The constitution states in the preamble that equal opportunities are afforded 
to each individual, in all fields of political, economic, social and cultural 
life. Section 2, Article 12 of the constitution states that no citizen shall 
be subject to restriction of political rights through ex post facto laws. 
However, Section 4, Article 6 in the amendments to the constitution provides 
legal grounds for ex post facto laws. So, it ‘s natural there should arise 
legal debates over which oi these items takes precedence over the others. 


However, given the current law precluding legal action against the ban on 
political activities, legal debates are too late to be effective. Moreover, 

it should not be overlooked that lifting the ban is a prerogative of the presi- 
dent. Accordingly, the key to whether the ban should be lifted lies in a 
political judgment. If so, the question is, what are the criteria for the 


political judgment. 








The criterion, the president said last August, is for political parties to have 
fully taken shape as political parties and established leadership. "“\iewed 

from this criterion," the president said, “the time is not right." “For those 
who show signs of self-discipline," the president said, "the ban imposed on them 
will be lifted at an appropriate time." 


A similar opinion was aired recently by Chairman Yi Chae-lyong of the Democratic 
Justice Party [DJP], who was reported to have said, “Political outcasts, regard- 
less of their numbers, will get their rights restored if they are judged to have 
met the standards set by the law. I understand that the government is working 

in that direction." He added, however, that even those whose political act: vities 
are restricted by law should be guaranteed the rights stipulated in the consti- 
tution, such as a choice of employment and free movezent. 





As Chairman Yi conceded, it should not be denied that those vho axe subject to 
the ban are not free in their choice of jobs. Such a side-effect arising in 
their everyday lives might be “unavoidable” as he said. It should not also be 
denied that the only way to do away with this is to lift the ban. 


It is believed that now is the time for the government--which has been stressing 
participation and harmony, not political retaliation and isolation--to review 
the purpose of the law and the criterion suggested by the president and to study 
whether political circumstances are ripe for lifting the ban. It is pointed 
out here that, in the course of the review, the government should know that 
“perfect stability" is hard to come by, or even undesirable in a sense. 
Democracy posits the existence of minority opinions and different voices, which 
should not be seen as a factor preventing “perfect stability." Have the govern- 
ment and the ruling party not offered the opinion that the political situation 
has been more or less stabilized? It is believed that conditions are ripe for 
studying lifting the ban. 


The law says that the ban's duration should be 8 years. However, it also 
provides for presidential action as an antidote against the ban. With the DKP 
proposed bill pending at the forthcoming extraordinary National Assembly session, 
as it was not discarded at the last assembly session, it is hoped that ruling 
and oppositica parties will have candid discussions over the criteria concerning 
lifting the ban and relay to the president, who holds the key, their opinions. 


If it is considered too early to lift the ban, then the criteria for its lifting 
should be set forth clearly and in detail. Political isolation entials social 
isolation. This is an unhappy thing not only for the persons subject to the ban 
but for our democratic politics stressing participation and harmony. 


We concur with a DJP lawmeker, who said, "We anticipate a positive stability 
coming through participation and harmony, not a passive one marked by silence 
and submission."

[Excerpts] The reshuffle of the leadership of the Democratic Korea Party reflects 
Party President Yu Chi-song's strategic arrangement and the troubles that face 
him. 


The problems facing him are: To reinvigorate the party through a reshuffle of 
the party leadership and prepare himself against latent competitors in the 
party, while strengthening his leadership over the party. 


Also, the reshuffle should be positively appraised it that President Yu had 
attempted to reshape the party structure through the use of the total power 
vested in him for the first time and that he positioned in the party leadership 
men he had chosen with a sense of balance from among the limited and reduced 
manpower in the party. 


However, whether the DKP will be able to regain self-reliance and whether the 
new team will pursue harmony and unity among the members so that the pro-Yu 
system can strike roots in the party is open to question. 


Judging the discord among the three former party executive members-—-Party 
Secretary General Sin Sang-u, floor leader Ko Chae-chong and Chairman of the 
Party Policy Review Committee Han Yong-su-~-as the source of the turmoil in the 
party, President Yu had earlier planned to name replacements in all three posts. 


President Yu reflected the wili of the freshman group of members in the reshuffle. 
The young members strongly demanded that the old and young maintain harmony 
between them. Whether the old and young members will demonstrate a team spirit 
entirely depends on President Yu's leadership and management. 


The new team seems to be a little inferior to the old one when their influence 
and experience is considered, but the president's authority in the party seems 
to have improved. In fact, President Yu Nad been teamed up with Sin when they 
founded the DKP and the former floor leader Ko was his classmate at the College 
of Commerce of the Seoul National University. Due to this, the relations 
between Yu and Ko in the past were not exactly in the form of Yu giving the 








orders and Ko obeying. However, with the new team he has appointed in the 
party executive body, Yu can now instruct and direct the team with little 
difficulty. 


Perhaps more important to President Yu, who must consolidate his system with the 
new team which is considered a little weak compared to the old team, is how to 
weaken or check the forces of resistance in the party, which will possibly 

be created by Ko Chae-chong and Sin Sang-u, as well as how to strengthen his 
direction and supervision of the new tean. 


Representative Sin Sang-u, who played a key role in the founding of the party 
and in recommending candidates for the National Assembly elections, has estab- 
lished relationships with considerable number of members. fFor this reason, 
many think it only a matter of time until discord surfaces between Sin and Yu, 
who is seeking another term as president at the National Party Convention in 
1983. Yu is faced with a task of winning over to his side the forces that 
follow Sin. 


On the other hand, Sin appears to be accelerating his efforts to bolster his 
image as a rival to President Yu. Whether his relations with many party members 
will translate into power remains to be seen. 


Also, representative Han Yong-su, who has profited the most from the party 
turmoil, is expected to genuinely prepare to challenge the party leadership 
while strengthening his stance as the center of the forces critical of the 
party leadership. 


For this reason, representatives Sin and Han, realizing that their resistance 
to President Yu might serve as a means of enhancing their stance in the party, 
will probably find it useful to act in concert against President Yu for the 
time being. 


Judging from this situation, the reshuffle of the DKP this time might possibly 


be recorded as the event in which a faction emerged in the number one opposition 
party only a year after its foundation.

PLANS MADE TO REARRANGE BUREAUCRATIC STRUCTURE

[Text] Government Administration Minister Kim Yong-hyu said yesterday that his 
ministry would examine closely administrative functions in about 13,000 different 
fields by the end of this year to rearrange the bureaucratic structure. The 
ministry plan was contained in its annual report to President Chon Tu-hwan on 
major policy programs which the ministry will carry out this year. 


Based on the results of the large-scale probe, the government will delegate a 
considerable part of the business now conducted by various administrations to 
the private sector on a long-term and gradual basis to increase administrative 
efficiency. 


The administrative functions of both central and provincial administrations will 
be limited to formulating and planning major policies, Minister Kim reported. 


Working-level teams will be formed at each ministry by April to conduct an 
analytical review of the functions which each ministry presently has, according 
to Minister Kim. A “National Fumction Deliberation Committee" will be created 
in October, staffed by ranking officials from all ministry-level offices, Kim 
revealed. 


The ministry will provide ideological education for all 560,000 public officials 
throughout the nation until 1986. In particular, it will implement "managerial 
course" education for some 20,500 high-class officials of the third grade or 
higher by 1986 under its long-range education program. Minister Kim went on 

that his ministry would make it obligatory for all officials to undergo ideological 
training every 5 years. 





Another point in the ministry report was expanded implementation of interchanges 
of officials among administrative organs. In ordzr to carry out the project 
effectively, the ministry plans to set up an "Officials' Interchange Deliberation 
Committee" made up of pertinent officials from each ministry this year. The 
interchange program will be expanded to all state-run enterprises on a gradual 
basis, according to him. 


The ministry is planning to extend the retirement age for officials engaged in 
technical fields as part of its efforts to utilize effectively the skill and 
experience accumulated by then. 
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An increase in the payment of “service allowances" to all lower-level officials 
is also one of the major tasks to be implemented by the ministry. 


Another of the ministry projects is the construction of houses for some 1,600 
bachelor officials at a total cost of 36,000 million won. The construction of 
the rental apartments for about 10,000 households by 1986 was included in the 
ministry's report to the president. The ministry will provide loans to 10,000 
public officials with a long-term service of 10 years or more for housing or 
medical aids this year, according to Minister Kin. 


Minister Kim also reported that his ministry would build “officials' pension 
halls” in Seoul and Pusan next year. 


He went on that a large-scale government building would be constructed in Wonju, 
Kangwon-do this year to accommodate six of the present government offices.

YUN PO-SON NOTES U.S. OPPOSITION TO 1961 PAK COUP

former's residence in Anguk-Dong, Seoul--date not given] 


[Excerpts] Reporter Pak, first of all, raised the issue of government and people. 


Former President Yum said: "The government and people should have frequent 
dialogues. I don't think that struggle is everything in resolving problems. 
Everyone should make efforts not to make mistakes, to do better. I think it is 
too early to attempt to fight against the present government. I think we should 
first wait and see and, eventually, if it is found inevitable, then we should.... 
By the way, the present government has promised to step down after 7 years in 
office. It seems that the government has been keeping everything in good order. 
The government is not doing everything we desire. But it is doing things 
differently in comparison with the former government. I set a high value on the 
government's efforts to do well. Some of my comrades criticize me, but I hope 
that those who were engaged in the antigovernment activities in the past would 
share my views. Under the Pak regime, none of the people in the regime ever 
discussed state affairs with me. However, it is different now. The present 
government is having dialogues. Isn't it true that even in advanced countries 
such as the United States and the United Kingdom, ruling and opposition camps 
are not always having head-on clashes? It is the best way to deal with state 
affairs through dialogue. Because there was never dialogue under the Pak regime, 
the only way left was to continue to struggle.” 


Yun said: “At noon on the day of the 16 May coup, Magruder, commander of the 
United Nations Command, and Green, charge d'affaires of the U.S. Embassy in the 
ROK, came to Chongwadae. Commander Magruder asked for my consent to his plan 
to mobilize the field army and quell the coup d'etat. He said that it might be 
possible if 40,000 troops were moved from the frontline to Seoul. At that time, 
I had an intelligence report from the ROK-U.S. Joint Forces Command that the 
North Korean puppets’ troops had begun to gather along the 38th parallel. I 
thought that something serious was wnderway; it might be another Korean War. 
With our soldiers, we can settle problems through dialogue for the future, but 
as you know, this is impossible with the North Korean puppets’ troops. I 
thought that, rather than quelling the coup d'etat, the nation could be ruined 
if the armed forces were divided into two and fought with each other. When I 
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mentioned the report on the North Korean puppets’ troops, Commander Magruder 
said that he had also heard about it. Ambassador Green said that the coup led 
by Major General Pak should not be accepted, but the constitution should be 
defended. Though we discussed the problem for quite a long time, we could not 
reach any conclusion. After Commander Magruder left, I had lumch with Ambassador 
Green. I asked him what is the use of protecting the constitution if the nation 
were ruined. I still feel my thinking at the time was correct. But people do 


not even try to consider it seriously but simply say the country toppled because 
of President Yun." 


Yun continued: "At election time, when people were to choose the fifth term 
president in 1963, public opinion was not necessarily in favor of Mr Pak Chong-hui. 
I listened to a radio report on ballot counting at my relative's home in Yongsan. 
I was running ahead of Mr Pak's ticket in the beginning. But, it was perhaps 
0200, at dawn, when the electricity was cut off in several parts of the country. 
Even before election day, there had been rumor that Mr Pak might win the elec- 
tion by a margin of 150,000 votes. On that day, when I came back from voting, 

a reporter told me that I should not be concerned about the election returns. 
After all, there was a margin of exactly i50,000 votes, as was speculated. I 
thought that there must be a reason for this. I don't think that the election 
at that time was properly conducted." 


Yun noted: "My personal mottos is filial piety and loyalty. As you know, the 
same motto was advocated by President Pak but was different in purpose from 
mine. His was intended to ask the people to render loyalty to him. I think 
that loyalty and filial piety are the most important attitudes to be followed 
in the tamily and in the nation. I ask politicians not to yield to any selfish 
interest and desire for gain, and ask them not to condone any wrongdoings by the 
government. I ask them to do their best for the state and the nation. I think 
that this state of mind is important."

ESPIONAGE CASE DEMANDS INCREASED VIGILANCE

{[Editorial: "Case of Familial Espionage" ] 


[Text] The National Security Planning Agency's arrest of a fisherman's family 
which has been spying for North Korea as long as 20 years exacts a second look 
into our antiespionage fabric. This need is all the greater in the areas close 
to the military demarcation line as the spies in question have operated in an 
islet only 4 km south from the westward extension of the truce line. 


The family of three have continued their espionage for Pyongyang, with the help 
of two others, through their contact with the fisherman's brother who collaborated 
with the North Koreans and went North during the Korean War, and has since 

become a communist operative. This agent has infiltrated the islet as many 

as 10 times in the past to keep in touch with the fisherman's family. 


It could be that the spying went on wsuspected, let alone detected, by anyone 
for so long because it was carried out by the entire family who were resident 
on a remote islet. This point serves as a sober lesson for the residents of 
such “vulneraile" areas, as well as coumterspionage authorities. The incident 
impels us to further step up vigilance against the North Korean scheme of 
planting spies in the South. 


This strategy of North Korea is anything but new; it has been in operation all 
along as witness by numerous cases of espionage surfaced by the authorities here 
and by North Korean kidnappings of southern fishermen on many occasions. While 
turning its back on every peace overture made by Seoul, Pyongyang has been bent 
on establishing in the South bases for communist activities which would be used 
to help install a “people's democracy" regime in Seoul at a “decisive moment." 


Pyongyang apparently set its primary target at islets and coastal villages in 
the South. This may be accounted for by the sharp increase in the number of 
South Korean fishermen abducted by North Korea in the 1960's. A total of 2,173 
fishermen and 309 boats were taken North during the decade. The figures compare 
with 625 fishermen and 92 boats for the 1950's. 














The aggregate total of such ill-fated fishermen since the 1953 armistice amowts 
to 3,554 together with 422 fishing boats. Still in North Korean captivity are 
407 men with 31 fishing boats. The fishermen freed by Pyongyang have revealed 
that North Korea tried to brainwash them into believing in communist ideology 
and carrying out the subversive orders given them after returning home. 


No doubt, any success of such a scheme will drive the already wbending North 
Korean aversion to peaceful wmification into further intransigence and even 
bellicosity. Pyongyang’'s negative answers to the recent series of Seoul's 
proposals for peaceful wification and a modus vivendi pending reunification 
confirmed once again its wnchanging commitment to the policy of unifying the 
country by nonpacific means. 


With Kim Il-song's 70th birthday anniversary falling on 15 April and his son-heir 
designate Chong-il marking his birth anniversary Tuesday, the cult of the Kims 

is rising ever higher to make 1982 the “most glorious year in the history of 
revolution.” Their craze for revolution would only intensify the southward 
thrust--though in mistaken belief. We have to leave no ranks exposed to North 
Korean inroads.

NEW DKP LEADER SEEKS PEACEFUL POWER TRANSFER

[Text] Rep Yu Han-yul, secretary general of the Democratic Korea Party (DKP), 
said yesterday that one of the main missions of his party was to pave the way 
for realization of a peaceful change of power. "A power transfer by peaceful 
means will be a stepping stone on which a parliamentary democracy can be estab- 
lished," he said, expressing his belief that it would be possible in the days 
ahead. 


Rep Yu, a son of the late Yu Chin-san, leader of the now defunct opposition New 
Democratic Party, is a politician who watched numerous setbacks before old times, 
which compelled them to collapse politically. 





"In order to achieve the long-cherished goal, the DKP, wuich represents the 
tradition of the past opposition party, should make the people regard it as a 
political organization on which they can depend on the fate and the future of 
the state,” he said in an interview with THE KOREA TIMES. 


"For this end," he noted, “we must make our utmost efforts in 4 total harmony 
of the party members, while embracing as many able persons as possible from 
all spectrums of life on a step by step besis." 


"It is also necessary for us to have frequent dialogues with the people, govern- 
ment and other parties, presenting sincerely the ways the nation should walk in 
the future,” he said. 


He strongly opposed the past-era political style, which ended in “advocating 
propaganda." "In the past, some politicians have, somewhat, fulfilled their 
political purposes by either agitating or fascinating the people. But, such a 
pattern tires the people and will not survive long," he said. 


The stout and tacitun Rep Yu, 45, entered the National Assembly in 1978. He 
started his political career in 1971 as an aide to his deceased father. He 
looks confident and full of energy. But behind his confidence is no doubt 
anguish when thinking about handling the party affairs in a more productive way 
than his predecessors did. 
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Turning to the intraparty affairs, the new secretary general said that he was 
determined to spend the least money vossible in managing the party and to 
strengthen the function of the party provincial and city chapters. He hoped that 
political funds would be supplied to ezch party through a single supporter group 
among the parties, which will require a revision of the present. Political Fund 
Law. 


As to the possibility of intra-party factions caused by former key post holders, 
he said, “I believe the chance is rare. The numerous factions in the past 
opposition party could exist because each of them had their own factional 
philosophy. But the current situation is different." 


“However, opinions of the former leading officials must be respected, and I 
will reflect their views on operating the party," he said. 


As for the relations with the majority party, he said emphatically, “Dialogue 


is first and second in relations with the majority party. Political stability 
can be achieved through such means."

DKP RESHUFFLE TO BOLSTER YU‘S LEADERSHIP

[Text] The major reshuffle carried out by the Democratic Korea Party (DKP) 
Friday, replacing five key officers, is aimed at consolidating the power base 

of party leader Yu Chi-song in preparation for the party's national convention 
early next year, according to political observers. They further comment that 

Yu is also seeking to promote “teamvork" among three key officers--secretary 
general, fioor leader and chief policymaker--to help revitalize party activities. 


Besides the three, director of the party's Training Institute and chairman of 
the Disciplinary Committee were also changed in the shakeup of the party's 
l-year-old hierarchy. 





They believe that the replacement of Sin Sang-u as secretary-general may pose a 
“source of controversy” in view of the fact that he played an important role 

in the birth of the party 1 year ago. Secretary-general is virtually the No 2 
man in the party. 


It had been predicted that Rep Sin would retain his post as secretary-general. 


The DKP was formed on 17 January last year, mostly by former opposition political 
figures including Rep Sin, outgoing floor leader Rep Ko Chae-chong and outgoing 
chief policymaker Han Yong-su. Following its formation, «we high-ranking office- 
holders and junior lawmakers of the party claimed that "Yu lacks the leadership 
acquired as the leader of the first opposition party.” 


There had been another group of DKP members who demanded the resignation enmasse 
of ranking officers in discord, including the secretary-general, floor leader 
and chief policymaker, so that the party president can have a free hand to 
reshuffle the party lineup. 


The outgoing chief policymaker, Han, was a strong advocutor of the resignation. 
He tendered his resignation last January, urging others to follow suit. Party 
President Yu, however, refused to accept it. 
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Party sources explain that the reshuffle, which was made by Yu after consultations 
with Vice Presidents Yi Tae-ku and Yu Ok-u, has provided a momentum for building 
up intraparty harmony. 


The new lineup of the DXP's new hierarchy, which will be effective from tomorrow, 
follows: Secretary General Rep Yu Han-yul, 43, floor leader Rep Yim Chong-ki, 
56, chief policymaker Rep Kim Hyon-kyu, 45, chairman of the Central Disciplinary 
Committee Rep Pak Pyong-il, 48, and director of the Central Political Training 
Institute Rep Yang Chae-kwon, 53. Rep Kim Mum-suk, 55, was retained as chairman 
of the Committee for Protection of Human Rights. 


Reliable party sources said earlier that Rep Kim Sumg-mok, 51, of the southeasterm 
port city of Pusan had been expected to be named as chief policymaker. However, 
it was later learned that he declined to accept an offer for the post. 


They also say that another reshuffle of directors of the Central Secretariat, 
chiefs of the Policy Deliberation Council subpanels and vice floor leaders would 
be carried out soon. 


However, the DKP leader said in a meeting with reporters that he was not 
considering reshuffling them, but he said, if needed, there would be a reshuffle, 
affecting some of them, after holding consultations with the new respective top 
officeholders. 


After being named the new floor leader, Rep Yim said that he will devote maximum 
e<‘ort to settle political issues through “dialogue” with the ruling Democratic 
Justice Party. 


Saying that the revitalization of the party activity in the parliament was essen- 
tial to the development of a democratic society in the country, Yim said that he 
will do his best so that his party's activities in the assembly and all policies 
could win applauses from the people.

An official concerned has complained: “Despite the new year pledges by the party 
and the government to promote party-povernment cooperation, such an incident 
occurred. This poses a serious problem." Terming this incident the product of 
skoldugery, another official concerned said that the issue of extending the age 
limit for militia training is one which requires negotiations with the party, 
accusing the Home Affairs Ministry of assuming an indifferent attitude. 


At the meeting DJP representative Yi Chae-hyong told Deputy Minister Yi:

POLITICAL PARTIES REQUEST GOVERNMENT SUBSIDY

[Text] The three major political parties agreed yesterday to ask the government 
for a subsidy of 400 million won next month to ease financial difficulties. 

They also -,reed to commit themselves to creating an “exemplary image" of 
parliamentary politics through expanded dialogue and debate during a special 
National Assembly session slated for Friday through 13 March. 


These agreements came at a luncheon meeting of the secretaries-general, floor 
leaders and chief policymakers of the ruling Democratic Justice Party (DJP), 
the opposition Democratic Korea Party (DKP) and Korea National Party (KNP). 
Minister of State for Political Affairs Chong Chong-taek, who serves as a pipe- 
line between the government and political parties, also attended the meeting, 
the first of its kind this year. 


Briefing reporters on the result of the get-together arranged by the DJP at a 
Seoul restaurant, the minister said the senior officers of the three parties 
agreed on a request for a 400 million won subsidy after having talked about 
their parties’ financial situation. However, the officers shared the opinion 
that their parties should first make every effort to eleviate their financial 
problems through membership dues and donations by financial support groups, he 
said. The ruling DJP is the only party with its own financial support group. 
The DKP and KNP have complained of the difficulties of formin;: support gioups 
because individuals and businesses are reluctant to join them, fearing possible 
disadvantages. 


Chong recalled the government provided political parties with a subsidy of 

400 million won twice last year, and said 400 million won has been set aside 

as a subsidy for political parties in this year's budget. The government subsidy 
will be distributed among political parties with assembly seats in proportion 

to their parliamentary representation. The lion's share will go to the ruling 
DJP which has 151 of the 276 assembly seats. 


Discussing the operation of the forthcoming extraordinary house session, the 
senior officers of the three major parties are resolved to improve the exemplary 
image of parliamentary politics, the minister said. 
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DJP Secretary-General Kwon Chong-tal called upon the DKP and KNP to cooperate 
during the upcoming assembly session in approving a proposed amendment to the 
Government Organization Law designed to create what is tentatively named the 
Ministry of Sports Administration, he said. 


Chong denied the lumcheon meeting took up matters concerning the removal of 


political restrictions on former politicians and the scrapping of the proposed 
extension of civil defense training for men aged 45 to 50.

[Text] The Democratic Korea Party (DKP) has decided to seek a parliamentary 
recommendation to President Chon Tu-hwan for a special ammesty for political 
prisoners who were punished when martial law was imposed banning all political 
activities on 17 May 1980. 


The party plans to propose that the National Assem)ly recommend it to the presi- 
dent in a Legislation-Judiciary Committee meeting during the 110th special 
house session to last from Friday through 13 March. 


The first minority party also endorsed a plan to promote the enactment of a law, 
which would make it mandatory for the government to supply law-makers and house 
specialists with data requested by them during the extra house sitting. The law 
was tentatively named “Law on the Opening of Information to the Public." 


The package of DKP policies for the special sitting was made public in reference 
materials the party's floor leaders’ office has prepared for the deliberation 
of state affairs during the 110th extraordinary house session. According to 
the reference booklet, the DKP will again urge the government to lift the 8year 
political ostracism imposed on former politicians, abolishing the political 
renovation law in which the political ban is stipulated. At the same time, the 
party decided to insist in the house sitting that the local autonomy system 
should be implemented by the end of 1983. 





The party will also propose the establishment of a “redevelopment corporation" 
which will promote preparatory work for the 1988 olympics and the 1986 Asian 
games to be staged here and city planning as well. 


The lowering of the age limit for compulsory drill for members of the Civil 
Defense Corps from the present 50 to 45 will also be proposed by the party 
during the 16-day house session, according to the reference materials. 


Other major policy goals of the party include the revision of the Political 
Fund Law; changes in the professors’ reappointment system, enforcement of the 
minimum wage system, formation of labor unions at big enterprises and the 
formulation of policies for solution of the unemployment issue. 


Together with these targets, the DKP w‘ll push ahead with promoting the rewriting 


of the Grain Management Law under which the government will be required to 
obtain parliamentary endorsement in determining the prices of grains.

EASING OF BAN ON BOOKS ON COMMUNISM APPLAUDED

[Excerpts] We have never had relief from the threat posed by the communists 
in North even for a moment, from the day of liberation wtil present. The 
confrontation between the North and South was a struggle in which our lives 
were at stake. We, the generation who experienced the 25 Jue Korean War, 
are well-versed in anticommunism, practically habitually and emotionally so. 


Books on communism--the greatest threat to our basic order--have been thoroughly 
banned. Even access to such books by the general public was regarded as dangerous. 
As far as communism and leftism were concerned, we were required to stay away 
from them, retaining our purity to an excessive degree. However, the situation 
is changing at home and abroad. The generation which does not know about the 
Korean War is relatively less experienced in habitual and emotional anticommunism 
than the Korean War generation. Today, this generation constitutes the main 

part of the population, thus requiring anticommumism through judgment and 
intellect rather than the anticommumism of direct experience of the Korean War 
generation. In particular, the young generation, curious and with a vigorous 
desire for knowledge, wants to see and know about the banned books. The North, 
taking advantage of this, is secretly circulating "clandestine publications.” 





The Culture-Information Ministry has approved the publication, on a selective 
basis, of books for research on commumism. This reflects the trend of the times 
and draws our attention. International society and the situation around us 

are rapidly changing. We should take up books on communism from a new viewpoint 
and with a reasonable attitude corresponding to changes in society. 


We have been greatly concerned about the fact that there has been a clearly 
impure trend in some students’ campus demonstrations and pamphlets and that 
books and theories on communism, and supplementary theories on the Third World 
have been recklessly accepted by clandestine circles and reading clubs without 
any criticism. We have also noted that professors, who never had access to such 
books, were put in a corner when asked questions ot; ideology by the students 
who had read subversive books and held immature theories. 


Only shen they have the ability to evaluate comeumism and to think about it on 
their own can they correctly reject communism. Karl Marx’ "Das Kapital" was 
written in London but did not spread widely in England because it was caught by 
the British "filter." 


It may be dangerous to undertake a full-scale lifting of the ban on books and it 
may be wnreasonable to hope for rapid removal of the ban. However, it is 
desirable to have flexibility in accord with changes and trends at home and abroad.

MINISTER DISCUSSES PROBLEMS IN EDUCATION

[Text] Education Minister Yi Kyu-ho made clear yesterday that his ministry did 
not intend to change the basic framework of the current college entrance systen, 
but defects exposed during the entrance procedures this year would be corrected. 


The current system proved to have many merits for the nation's education climate 
especially in terms of normalizing high-schoc’ education and reducing the number 
of “repeaters,” he claimed. He made the remarking during a briefing for Presi- 
dent Chon Tu-hwan on the ministry's major policies for 1982 at Chongwadae 
yesterday. 


The concentration of major schools in the first group in the two-stage recruitment, 
reduction of school autonomy in recruiting freshman students and blind competi- 
tion resulting from the regulation allowing students to apply to schools after 
getting scores from the state test were pointed out as major drawbacks in the 
current entrance procedure, he revealed. The reflection of high-school academic 
records without disparity between different schools also needs to be corrected, 

Yi said. 


Yi further said his ministry was considering converting the Education College 

of Seoul National University into an independent university to produce secondary 
school teachers. It also plans to make it compulsory for the graduates of 
education colleges to be qualified as teachers through state tests as in the 
case of the graduates of medical and pharmaceutical colleges as a means of 
enhancing the general quality of teachers, he said. 


As a means of enhancing the welfare of teachers, the monthly teaching allowance 
for primary and secondary school teachers will be raised to 45,000 won this year 
with a plan to increase the allowance to 105,000 won by 1986, Yi said. 


He further revealed that his ministry would make all possible efforts to estab- 
lish teachers’ dignity through various administrative measures including the 
designation of "Teachers' Day." 


The ministry is also considering setting different qualifications for high-school 
teachers and middle-school teachers to enhance the quality of high-school teachers. 














High schools founded by religious organizations will be allowed to accept only 
believers in their specific religions in the future, Yi said. 


He said entrants to technical high schools would be selected throuzh aptitude 
tests and recommendations by the heads of middle schools in efforts to strengthen 
technical education. 


The ministry further plans to inaugurate a "College Education Consultative 
Committee" to handle such affairs as professors’ exchange programs among schools 
and decisions on the levels of tuition at national and private schools. Various 
college education affairs except for major policies will be referred to the 
committee and a law concerning the establishment of the organization will soon 
be enacted. 





Considering the inconvenience of the current location of the National Central 
Library, the ministry plans to construct a new library building on 400,000 pyong 
of land in Socho-Dong, southern Seoul with 16.5 billion won, Yi said. 


He also revealed that a basic law concerning pre-school education would soon 
be enacted with a view to providing groundwork for strengthening the education 
of children before entering elementary school. It plans to construct kinder- 
gartens having a total of 416 classes as annexed facilities of public primary 
schools in rural areas, he further said. 


As a move to expand education facilities, six national colleges and wiversities 
including Mokpo College, Cheju University and Chungnam National University will 
be moved to new locations, he said. 


The amount of money needed during this year for the relocations will reach 
28.3 billion won, he said. Thirteen other national schools including Seoul 
National University will be expanded during this year at a cost of 51.6 billion 
won. 


In preparation for the Seoul olympics in 1988, the ministry plans to introduce 
an “olympic chart" with a view to imbuing the people with a strong sense of 
responsibility, a firm view of ethics and a sense of pride as cultured people, 
he revealed. 


It will make efforts to advise the parents of secondary school students not to 
allow their children to wear too long hair or luxurious clothes in connection 
with the government decision to liberalize dress and hair styles, he said. 


Touching on the controversial matter of the graduation quota system, he made 
clear that his ministry would continue to implement the system in the years ahead. 
But he said minor defects found in the course of putting the system into practice 
could be revised. 


It is also considering establishing special schools for gifted students in 


specific fields in an effort to develop their talents. The basic plan for this 
will be worked out by the end of this year, Y‘ said.

STUDENT RATING PLANS MAY CAUSE PROBLEMS

[Excerpts] At a meeting of student affairs deans of colleges and wiversities 

of the nation held this afternoon at Sumchonhyang College, the Education Ministry, 
which provided detailed guidelines for professors’ recommendations for college 
graduates starting with the new semester of this year, also issued to the 
colleges and wniversities the forms to be used when professors recommend college 
graduates. 


According to the form provided by the Education Ministry, the professors are to 
grade students either A, B, C, D or E on the basis of the student's judgment, 
creativity, leadership, sense of responsibility, human relationships and patriotic 
sentiment. This form also requires a record of awards and punishment as well 

as details of the student's campus activities. This evaluation of students by 
responsible professors and college deans is likely to cause controversy and many 
point out that new discords could arise between professors and students. 


Not a few professors and many parents say it is unreasonable to grade the talent 
and character of each student. The reality is that often a professor is in 

charge of 50 to 60 students and department heads take care of hundreds of students. 
In view of this situation, how correctly and objectively can the students be 
evaluated and, in particular, how can the students’ patriotic sentiment be 

graded and what are the standards? This could cause trouble in relations between 
professors and students. 


It is also pointed out that not only could this system create strained relations 
between professors and students, but also keeping the evaluations secret could 
pose another problem. 


Since this evaluation will play a decisive role in the students’ future in 
society, voices critical of this system point to possible abuse of the evaluation 
of students’ patriotic sentiment and record of campus activities: On what 
standards will these two items be evaluated? 


The professor's recommendations of students evaluated over 4 years of academic 
life are to be sent on a confidential basis to the students’ prospective 
employers. How much weight will be given this evaluation and what categories 
will be considered important will be decided by each institution doing the 
hiring. The state-rum institutions could place emphasis on students’ patriotic 
sentiment or on the records of student campus activities.

Creating an office and hiring staff will never suffice for successful handling 
of government business. The gravity of she job of getting ready for the two 
major international athletic events, however, certainly calls for such a separate 
ministry capable of taking vigorous governmental initiative in the preparatory 
work as well as in boosting the nation's physical culture at large on a long- 
range basis. 


The precedent of instituting an independent department of administration in 
charge of athletic affairs has already been set by a number of countries including 
France, Malaysia, Turkey and Nigeria. The trend of more governments to follow 
suit is indicative of the necessity of that particular branch of government in 
modern times. 


As a matter of principle, we are not obsessed with collecting medals and titles 
in international games and matches. The primary consideration, of course, is 
grass-roots popularization of physical culture for the health and strength of 
the people. In the second place, however, we are interested in successfully 
competing with other nations for prestige in both amateur and professional 
arenas. 
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Remorsefully, our performance in the olympic games and lesser encowters has 
been rather poor except in a very limited range of events. Im marathon race 
that is the kingpin of athletics, Korea lost its long claim to superiority 
years ago. Headway has been made only in a selected few events. 


The inadequacy was often blamed on failure in building rudimentary physical 
fitness and in systematic training of sportsmen. Physical training should be 
effectively organized and conducted on a permanent basis with the aid of scien- 
tific information. This requires depth research and sound planning besides 
money and devotion. 


The 1988 olympic games and 1986 Asian games are epochal occasions which will 
tax our resources and caliber. They present both challenges and opportunities 
for giving full scope to and a display of our national power and maturity. 

If well taken advantage of, they will have a catalytic effect on the growth of 
our sportsmanship and lift Korea onto the upper rumg of the civilized world. 


The relevance of the Ministry of Sports will be tested by how efficiently it 
goes about the task of preparing for the future big events in conjunction with 
the Korean Olympic Organizing Committee. Strong leadership and imaginativeness 
will make the ministry worth its salt.

CGHON ORDERS REVISION OF VARIOUS LAWS, REGULATIONS

[Text] President Chon Tu-hwan vesterday instructed the Office of Legislation 
to revise pertinent laws and regulations so that minor offenders of social order 
are subjected only to the payment of a fine, instead of having them end up as 
ex-convicts. 


He gave the instruction after pointing out that there were examples of those 
who have become ex-convicts for triffling violations, although their criminal 
records are automatically cleared after the lapse of a certain legally set 
period of time under relevant laws. 


The instruction was given after the president wes briefed on the Legislative 
Office's 1982 policy programs from Director Kim Yong-kywm at Chongwadae. He 
told Kim to work out measures to do away with various elements in laws and 
decrees which are detrimental to the national development. 


President Chon also instructed the office to make a study on “codes of laws 
which our ancestors enacted" so as to reflect the merits of the. in the present 
laws. The chief executive said that all the laws and decrees tw be enacted 
should be written with easy words for the convenience of the general public. 


Prime Minister Yu Chang-sun attended the briefing session. 


Meanwhile, Kim told the president that his office will reduce the frequency of 
revising statutes as much as possible to incr>ase public credibility in then. 


The previous trend of presenting law bills (to the National Assembly) conver- 
gently during a certain period of time will be eliminated by filing bills four 
times a year--April, June, August and October--to offer lawmakers enough time 
for thorough studies.

To help facilitate the legislation of laws, the office plans to have its officials 


stationed at the National Assembly when it is in session, he said. 


The director further reported that his office will see to it that government- 
submitted bills are handled by extraordinary National Assembly sessions as 
much as possible. 
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The National Assembly opens its regular session in September primarily to 
deliberate on the budget bill for the forthcoming year. Extracrdinary meetings 
are called into session when political parties agree to do so.

VOLUNTARY ENLISTMENT PROGRAM TO BE INTRODUCED

[Text] The government plans to introduce a volunteer army service system for 
youths with primary school education who are now disqualified for military 
service, it was learned yesterday. The volintary enlistment system will also 
be made available to graduates of high schools who are still short of the 
conscription age of 19. 


According to the Office of Military Manpower, the new system will be put into 
force on 1 April this year through due legal steps by the National Assembly. 
The National Assembly Defense Committee will be briefed on the new system 
tomorrow when the parliamentary panel opens an extraordinary session. 


Under the present conscription system, low educational background is regarded 

as a disqualifying factor like physical deficiencies. As the total number of 
draft age youths far exceeds the annual conscription quota, there is no chance 
for men with only primary-school education or those with poor physical conditions 
to be drafted. 


They are enlisted in the short-term "defense call-up" duty, under which they are 
assigned to rear area administration offices to help in homeland reserve force 
and military manpower affairs. 


Yet, there are a significant number of youths who want to join the army for the 
regular 3-year service among those who have had only compulsory primary school 
education, sources at the Office of Military Manpower said. Besides, many high- 
school graduates who are still short of the conscription age want to finish 
compulsory military service as soon as possible, the sources said. 


The government lowered the conscription age from 20 to 19 last year in considera- 
tion of the need to enable high school graduates to join the army immediately 
after graduation. Yet, there are still many youths who finish high school at 

a lower age and there is a need to introduce a system allowing volunteering for 
the army, the sources explained. 


At present, graduates of high schools can volunteer only to be noncommissioned 
officers or specialists in the army.

GOVERNMENT TO RECONSIDER EXTENDING CIVIL DEFENSE AGE LIM.T

[Text] The government plans to reconsider the proposed extension of the age 
limit for civil defense training from 45 to 50 at the request of the ruling 
Democratic Justice Party (DJP). The plan was disclosed yesterday evening when 
the government and DJP held a policy coordination meeting at the DJP headquarters. 


Briefing reporters on the result of the meeting, DJP Secretary-General Kwon 
Chong-tal said the ruling party asked the government to reappraise the proposed 
extension in light of mowumting complaints, although it is legally proper to 
extend the age limit. 


The Ministry of Home Affairs (which is responsible for civil defense training) 
is well aware of heightening grievances and promised to reconsider the extension, 
Kwon said. 


The promised reconsideration does not necessarily mean that the plan to hike the 
age limit will be scrapped however,” he said. 


"I am in no position to commit myself to how the ministry will reconsider the 
proposed extension. I wnderstand the ministry will review it in such a way as 
to call for voluntary participation by Civil Defense Corps members aged 45-50 
in training programs," he said. 


The pertinent law makes it mandatory for all men aged 17 to 50 to receive civil 
defense training, but the government has exempted men aged 45 or above from 
training since last year. The Ministry of Home Affairs, however, announced 

10 February that the preferential treatment will be scrapped, rolling the age 
limit back to 50. 


The announcement has been under fiery opposition by pertinent Civil Defense 
Corps members. 


In the meantime, Minister of State for Political Affairs Chong Chong-taek said 
the government and the DJP have agreed to seek an amendment to the Government 
Organization Law during the special National Assembly session scheduled for 
26 February through 13 March. 








The forthcoming amendment will pave the legal way for the creation of what is 
tentatively dubbed as the Ministry of Sports Administration, he said. The 
ministry will be inserted between the Ministry of Education and the Ministry 
of Agriculture and Fisheries, he said. 


The policy coordination meeting also took up floor strategies for the forth- 
coming special asseubly session, he said. 


The government pledged to notify the assembly of the envisaged legislation in 
advance to enable the people to know what laws will be enacted and rewritten, 
he said. 


The minister, who serves as the bridge between the government and the DJP, said 
the government will increase chances to brief major political parties on major 
policy programs.

The center will take up the establishment of various standards necessary for the 
enhancement of nuclear safety and will carry out safety check-ups and super- 
vision of nuclear power plants. 


KAERI President Dr Cha said that the inauguration of the center came as part 
of efforts to minimize possible nuclear mishaps due to the increasing operation 
of nuclear power plants. One nuclear power plant is in operation and eight 
others are under construction, he said. He went on that there would be 13 
nuclear power plants in operation in the nation by the year 1991 and more than 
30 by the year 2000 under the government energy policy to reduce dependence on 
petroleum. 


“Amid increasing construction of various large-size nuclear facilities, social 
demand for safety at nuclear power plants and environmental preservation against 
radioactivity is growing, calling for full assessment of selection, designing, 
construction and operation. 


"In this context, the establishment of proper standards for each part of the 
process is urgently needed," Dr Cha explained. 


Four safety standards will be mapped out by the center during this year on 
environmental evaluation of sites for nuclear facilities, five on safety in 
designing, five on guarantees of the quality of various nuclear apparatus, he 
said. It will carry out safety check-ups on the Kori No 1 nuclear power plant 
during operation, and will test the installations, quality and efficiency of the 
No 2 and No 3 power plants, too, within this year. 


He said that emphasis would be placed on internatici:al cooperation between the 
newly-established center and with similar organizations in advanced countries 
for the introduction of nuclear safety technology information and training of 
personnel. 


"At least 100 people specializing in nuclear safety will be sent to the U.S. 
Nuclear Regulatory Commission by 1986."

DAILY URGES EFFORTS FOR PRICE STABILITY

[Text] Various measures are being taken by both the government authorities and 
the private sector to attain a professed goal for the year of bringing down the 
rate of commodity price rises to a single-digit figure. 


In the wake of President Chon Tu-hwan's call last month to expel "deep-seated 
inflationary psychology" from society, brisk campaigns are afoot stressing the 

need for belt-tightening and savings by the general public and management 
rationalization as well as technical innovation by entrepreneurs and industrialists. 


Business circles have pledged in one form or another efforts to hold down the 
prices of their products and services, while most enterprises are expected to 
limit wage hikes for their employees for the year to a level less than 10 percent-- 
actions designed to avert a vicious circle of price-wage increases. 


In fact, the prices of numerous industrial and farm products--ranging from some 
clothing and food items to plate glass and reinforcing iron bars--have dipped 

in recent weeks. On the other hand, savings deposits at banking institutions 

have reportedly increased despite consecutive cuts in interest rates, a phenomenon 
generally attributed to slackened investment in real estate and other specula- 
tive targets. 


As things stand now, it is caituously regarded as feasible to limit the year's 
inflation to a range below 10 percent--for the first time in more than a decade. 


Backing up these prospects are indices showing that consumer and wholesale prices 
during the past 6 months rose only 1.3 and 1.8 percent respectively, which 
compare favorably with the annual rates for 1981 standing at 12.6 and 11.8 
percent and moreover with those for 1980 registering 34.6 and 44.2 percent. 


Such a stable price trend is largely due to drops in the international prices 

of raw materials, notably including crude oil, and last year's bumper crops of 
rice and other agricultural products. Also to be cited is the still persistent 
recession that has compelled many a manufacturer to unload overstocked inventories 
at reduced prices in order to keep their businesses running. 
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For all that, more wide-ranging and consistent measures are needed to attain 
price stability, the prime target of economic policies in balance with sustaining 
moderate growth, and also to forestall any adverse side-effects which may stem 
from an arbitrary or across-the-board enforcement of a wniform policy undermining 
normal economic functions and the market mechanisn. 


While conscientious performance by businessmen and frugality by the general 
public are in order, there is also room for the government authorities and the 
public sector as a whole to engage in further belt-tightening. 


For one thing, public offices at all levels should be willing and resolute to 
trim their spendings, the tax-payers’ money. The cuts, however hard they may 
be to effect, are hoped to be well reflected in the readjustment of the working 
budget programs not only as a tangible action to “share pains” with the people 
but also as a means to reduce the financial impact on price patterns. 


For another, efforts ought to be made to hold down increases in public utility 
rates and other charges under government control. This aspect is noteworthy 

in view of last year's experience that rises in charges for most public utilities, 
from electricity to railroad transportation, played a leading role in the general 
price hike. 


Also needed are steps to expedite the improvement of merchandise distribution 
networks, which often impose exorbitant margins on commodity prices, and to guard 
against such drawbacks as a possibility that too stringent price control may 
result in the discouragement of business initiatives and particularly investment 
in technical innovation, which is vital to improve the competitiveness of Korean 
products on world markets.

GOVERNMENT WILL NOT ADOPT ‘SHOCKING’ ECONOMIC MEASURES

[Text] From now on the government will not introduce any “shocking” policy 
measures which, more often than not, dislocate the orderly economic activities, 
Deputy Prime Minister Kim Chum-song said yesterday. It will instead encourage 
local business interests to improve their financial structures which are directly 
concerned with the international competitiveness, Kim, concurrently minister of 
economic planning, said. 


Kim made these and other remarks while making a congratulatory speech at the 
Federation of Korea Industries (FKI) which held its annual general meeting 
yesterday. Chong Chu-yong, chairman of the FKI, and some 300 influential busi- 
ness figures and well-wishers were on hand at the meeting. 


Stressing that it is the right time for the local business community to restruc- 
ture themselves for the “civil-oriented" economic era, Kim said that the higher 
liability ratio commonly experienced by leading local business firms is one of 
the phenomena brought about by the excessive growth economic policy guidelines 
in Keynesian fashion. "We are determined to foster favorable and stabilized 
business climate in which more enterprises can make increased facility invest- 
ment without fear of any abrupt change of economic habitat,” said Kim. 


He then disclosed that the debt servicing ratio this year is expected to top 
12.8 percent. In this connection, Kim called on business leaders to do their 
utmost efforts in cooperation with the government to keep foreign debt from 
increasing further by reducing import demand. 


In the meantime, the FKI Chairman Chong said in his address that local business 
firms should make redoubled efforts to improve their international competitive 
edge through productivity boosts while improving the working condition for their 
employees. “It is true that the vast majority of local business firms have been 
too much dependent on various kinds of protective measures including preferential 
loans and tax holidays accorded by the government, but we have to change such an 
easygoing approach to business management," Chong stressed. 


He then called upon business leaders to advance more aggressively into inter- 
national markets with the increased productvitiy and a rationalized management 
formula to serve the interest of the country as a whole.

[Text] Tokyo, 16 Feb (YONHAP)-—-Korean and Japanese business leaders Monday 
unanimously expressed the hope for an early solution to the problem of Seoul's 
Standing request for $6 billion in Japanese loens. 


Pak Tae-chun, the Seoul-side chairman of the Korean-Japanese Economic Council, 
said here that business leaders from the two cowmtries shared the view that the 
loan problem should be settled “in any form,” in order to promote bilateral 
economic cooperation. 


The leaders of the five major Korean economic organizations currently visiting 
Japan, and their Japanese cowterparts exchanged views on the matter over a 
luncheon prior to the second Korean-Japanese preparatory meeting slated for 
Thursday and Friday here, to discuss the loan issue. 


According to Pak, who is concurrently serving as president of the Pohang Steel 
and Iron Co, the Korean businessmen explained to their Japanese cowmterparts 
that Korea is coming out of an economic recession, and needs the Japanese loans 
as part of the capital for the implementation of the fifth 5-year economic 
development plan (1982-86). 


The Korean businessmen also stressed that Japan should be willing to transfer 
its advanced technology to Korea. Japan has been reluctant to transfer tech- 
nology to Korea claiming that its technology is used for the manufacture of 
Korean commodities which are then exported to Japan. 


Pak added that the businessmen of both countries agreed to hold frequent meetings 
to deepen mutual understanding and bring about closer economic cooperation.

MINISTER HINTS MERGER IN PETROCHEMICAL SECTOR

[Text] Minister of Commerce and Industry So Sok-chum reemphasized the necessity 
to streamline the greatly troubled petrochemical and chemical fertilizer 
industries. Appearing on a KBS-TV program last night, he said that the “ration- 
alization" of the management of the industries does not necessarily mean the 
closure or merger of some petrochemical and fertilizer firms. “If deemed 
necessary, however, there is a possibility some companies will be shut down or 
merged into others,” So said. 


On 3 February the minister said in a business briefing to President Chon Tu-hwan 
that the ministry planned to work out a set of measures to stimulate the manage- 
ment of both the petrochemical and the fertilizer industries, which are now in 
a severe slump, by the end of next month. So also indicated that some defense 
industry firms will wdergo a revamping. 





Last year all the major petrochemical companies except Korea Oil Corp suffered 
heavy losses. Dow Chemical Korea, a 100-percent investment interest of Dow 
Chemical of the United States was 21.8 billion won in the red. Its operating 
rate was as low as 54 percent. Samsung Petrochemical, a joint venture between 
Samsung group and American and Japanese interests, also suffered a heavy loss 
of 9 billion, 2.2 billion won more than the 1980 figure. 


In the chemical fertilizer industry Korea's fertilizer production surpassed 
2,850,000 tons last year of which 1 million tons failed to find users. The 
high domestic production costs make it difficult for fertilizer companies to 
export products overseas, Ministry of Commerce and Industry officials said. 


On another subject, Minister So expressed confidence that the nation will be 
able to chalk up merchandise exports of between $24.5 billion and $25 billion 
this year, as planned by the ministry, despite the sluggish arrivals of letters 
of credit for exports during the past 4 months. L/C receipts declined last 
September, October, November and January, clouding the export outlook during 
the first half of this year. Commodity exports increased by only 3.9 percent 
last month over the same period of last year. 


So, however, gave no hint that the government will take hold steps to stimulate 


merchandise exports such as a drastic devaluation of the won against the American 
dollar.

GREATER POTATO PRODUCTION ENCOURAGED--Seoul, 20 Feb (YONHAP)--The Agriculture- 
Fisheries Ministry will encourage the cultivation of potatoes, as part of its 
efforts to make up for the chortage of rice, according to a ministry plan 
released Friday.

To successfully carry 
it out, the ministry will induce farmers to grow more potatoes in the fall, 
develop through genetic engineering new strains which are less vulnerable to 
diseases and establish 68 potato farming complexes across the cowtry.

JOINT-VENTURE WITH AUSTRALIA--Canberra (AP)--Korea wants to become a joint 
venture partner in promoting minieral exploration and resource development in 
Australia, according to the speaker of Korea's National Assembly, Chong Nea-hyok. 
He said at a press conference that the assembly “fully supports” the Korean 
Government and private sector in seeking a "joint venture" partnership in the 
development of Australia's key mineral resources, namely coal, iron ore and 
uranium.

NEW TAX SYSTEM--Seoul, 10 Feb (YONHAP)--The Korea Research Institute for Human 
Settlements Wednesday called for the introduction of a preferential regional 
taxation system as a means to curb excessive population increases in large cities. 
In a report or how to depopulate large cities, the state-rum research institute 
urged the government to impose heavier taxes on business enterprises and resi- 
dents in overpopulated urban districts. This would include the residence tax, 
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the registration tax, the property tax, the corporate tax and the income tax. 
The report made at the request of the Construction Ministry suggested that 
residence tax be increased by three times in Seoul, and by two times in Pusan; 
and that income tax on enterprises be doubled in Seoul and Pusan. It also 
suggested that taxes on newly-formed corporations in large cities should be 
increased by five times, from the current 2 percent to 10 percent, and that 
property taxes on vacant lots in large cities should also be raised considerably.

COMPANIES PLAN PAY INCREASE--The regular pay bocst rates at major local business 
groups this year are expected to be somewhere between 7 to 10 percent, far lower 
than the average of the recent past years. Informed business sources said 
yesterday that Hyundai group has decided to raise salaries of their staff 
members at an annual increase rate of 7 percent on the average while Samsung and 
Sunkyong groups are to mark up by 9 and 10 percent respectively. The lower- 
than-average salary increase rates being considered by the business interests 
should be interpreted in the context of the ongoing government's efforts to 
stabilize commodity prices below the single-digit inflation levels, the sources 
said. The other big-name business groups such as Kukje, Daewoo, Lucky and 
Hyosung will most likely curb salary increase rates at 10 percent or less. 
Accordingly, the starting salary for the newly recruited staff with college 
diploma, for instance, will be in the neighborhood of 270,000 to 280,000 won this 
year from last year's 250,000 to 260,000 won, they observed.

POSCO'S SECOND STEEL MILL--Pohang Iron and Steel Co (POSCO), Korea's sole 
integrated steel mill, will invest a total of $2,172 million into the construc- 
tion of the second steel mill at Kwangyang Bay near Yosu, Cholla Namdo. The total 
breaks down to $1,358 million in domestic capital and $814 million in foreign 
loans, POSCO announced yesterday. Sources for the planned foreign capital are 
not yet decided on, the announcement said. POSCO said that the total construc- 
tion costs exclude those needed for the building of the plant site and other 
auxiliary facilities. The company will begin building the steel plant 1 July 1985. 
Before then, the plant site as well as a port and other auxiliary facilities will 
be made available, the company said. When it is dedicated early in 1988, the 
Kwangyang steel mill is expected to have a yearly production capacity or 2,700,000 
tons on the slab basis, according to the announcement. In another development, 
POSCO reported that its before-tax profit last year amounted to 53 billion won, 
with its turnover totaling 1,520.5 billion won. Te company has set its sales 
goal at roughly 1,800 billion won. During the past year, POSCO turned out a 

total of 8,688,000 tons of crude steel according 1.2 percent of the world total.

EDUCATION MINISTER PLEDGES IMPROVEMENTS

[Text] Minister of Education Yi Kyu-ho said yesterday the government will soon 
take measures to improve the present college entrance examination system. He 
said, however, he has no intention of changing the system basically. 


Appearing on a state-run Korean Broadcasting System (KBS) television program 
yesterday evening, he said that under the current system, college-bound students 
are offered options. These options, he said, appeared to have caused problems to 
students as they applied to colleges recently. He was referring to the problem 
students faced in choosing the colleges considered suitable to their ability and 
aptitude. He especially mentioned the wait-and-see attitude many students have 
held before selecting colleges and applying in the final hours of the deadline. 


Under those options, students were allowed to apply first for any two of the 
colleges which were designated as the first group for interviews. On interview 
day, the students were required to appear at either one of the schools, in the 
event they applied for two colleges. 


The students had been informed of the points scored in the state-rwm qualifying 
tests for college entrance and of the scholastic grades made in the final year 
of their high schools. Such information was provided to help students in 
choosing appropriate colleges to apply for, the minister recalled. Those options 
offered were found to be institutional weak points, he said. "We will soon find 
remedy for these weaknesses and put them into effect," Minister Yi said. 


He regretted that students applied for the so-called reputed or popular college 
departments regardless of whether those courses were appropriate for them or not. 
These students apparently applied for those departments from the notion that 
study in the courses would help them make them successes after graduation, the 
minister said. Students must do away with such a notion, he said. 


Intellectuals with such a notion would feel alienated if their aims were not 
achieved, the minister said, adding they could become a factor causing social 
unrest. 


The minister said students must acquire knowledge or techniques needed for 
productive future jobs. Guidance will be made in this direction, he added. 
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The minister said high schools will be allowed to conduct special classes for 
students who are grouped according to their ability and aptitude in specific 
subjects. 


He said continued efforts will be made to insure an atmosphere in whcih college 
students can study peacefully on their campuses without disturbance. No student 
activities undermining the normal campus atmosphere will be tolerable, the 
education minister said. 


During the 30-minute TV program, Minister Yi also referred to the easing of the 
hair and dress code that went into effect this semester for middle and high 
school boys and girls and asked parents to guide their children properly in 

the wearing of hair and clothing.

COLLEGE PROFESSORS TO RATE STUDENTS’ CHARACTERS

[Text] The Education Ministry suggested yesterday that college professors give 
grades on “the power of judgment, creativity, leadership, sense of responsibility, 
human relations and patriotism" to individual students in recommending them for 
employment after graduation. The professors’ assessment would be made in five 
grades for each category of personal character, according to a model presented 

by the ministry to a meeting of the deans of student affairs from 100 colleges 
and universities at Sumchonhyang College in Onyang. 


The rersonal estimates in each category would be made by professors in charge 
at the end of every year until the graduation of each student. 


All students at four-year colleges and wiversities should submit the professors’ 
recommendations in applying for employment in either governmental or private 
organizations, according to the ministry plan. 


The personality card to be filed separately from the personal academic record to 
each student will keep track of the behavior of students in and out of school, 
the ministry said. The personal file to be kept by professors in charge will 
also include records of extracurricular activities as well as those of any 
punishment by school authorities, the ministry said. 


General opinions on 4 years of school life will also be written by professors 
designated by the department chairmen in the recommendations for employment. 


The model form was provided on the basis of similar systems used in foreign 
countries, reflecting the wishes of government and private organizations, 
according to concerned ministry officials. However, the ministry said, other 
categories for personal estimates could be added depending on the peculiar 
conditions of individual schools. 


The personal files will be kept by student affairs offices after their graduation 
and copied when necessary as reference materials at times of application for 
employment. The government had earlier announced its intention to take into 
account letters of recommendation from professors in the employment of civil 
servants from next year. 


Private enterprises were learned to be showing a positive response to the new 
system attaching great importance to letters of recommendation in accepting new 
employees. 


The ministry made clear that personal recommendation cards for sophomore and 
higher class students would also be provided from this year.

[Text] It is often stressed that any educational scheme should be sought by 
the relevant authorities from a far-sighted view, instead of mapping it out 
in a hasty and makeshift manner. This is because the educational policy 
designed to foster the incoming generation in a reasonable and productive way 
will immediately affect the future of the nation and society which relies on 
them, most understandably. 


Reports are that the Education Ministry is seeking a drastic new system of 
recommending college graduates for employment, in which professors will give 
grades on the various aspects of students’ character, aside from their academic 
records obtained during campus days. Specifically, the professors are asked to 
give grades on the power of judgment, creativity, leadership, sense of responsi- 
bility, human relations and patriotism to individual students, thus providing 
criteria for screening them in job-seeking upon graduation. 


Along with the academic ability of a collegian, his or her character as revealed 
by these personal estimates specifically classified by the educational authorities 
can of course be a striking criterion for employing candidates in professional 
fields. Therefore, our immediate attention is drawn to the weight which the 
industrial and other establishments will give to the personal estimates of 
college graduates at the time of employing them based on the recommendations 

from university authorities. 


The professors’ assessments will reportedly be made in five grades for each 
category of personal character, according to a model presented by the educational 
authorities to a meeting of the deans of student affairs from 100 colleges and 
universities held over the weekend. The personal estimates in each category 
will be made by professors in charge at the end of every year until graduation, 
according to the new educational device. 


Among other things, we would like to interpret the newly proposed educational 
schemes as part of government efforts to create a fresh campus climate where 
students can concentrate their endeavors on their respective academic subjects 
in a healthy and desirable way. 
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Nevertheless, we should refer to the fact that the authentic assessment of the 
academic and non-academic abilities of collegians during their campus days is a 
most difficult task. It is always stressed that educational assessment should 
be made in a just and fair manner, particularly when the results will determine 
the future of a youthful college graduate. 


Human abilities can hardly be measured with numerical scores in many cases, 
particularly because people can display their best capabilities in different 

stages of life depending upon individuals. Thus, it is said that slow students 

can even be the best ones in society at a later day. This is eloquently indica- 
tive of the negative feasibility of giving definite grades to collegians concerning 
estimates of their character. 


Even the parents of students are not in a position to give their youngsters scores 
objectively estimating their personal capabilities. Then, the university 
professors may hardly be able to give grades to their students in many cases, 
particularly as criteria for job opportunities upon graduation. 


Prior to reaching a final conclusion on this specific educational measure, the 
relevant authorities are called upon to hear what experts and citizens of good 


sense have to say about [this] new venture. In this way alone can they prevent 
another trial and error concerning an important educational topic.

CHON URGES TAEJON BUILDUP TO RELIEVE SEOUL

[Text] Taejon--President Chon Tu-hwan yesterday said that the government plans 
to increase its investments in the development of Taejon, the capital city of 
Chungchong Namdo, because the city is very important in view of its central 
location. Visiting the local government office here, the president also called 
for the development of the industries near the provincial capital city to help 
reduce the population congestion in Seoul. 


Chon had lunch with provincial leaders, talking largely on the development of 

the city, and then was briefed on the local government's administrative policy 
programs for 1982 by Gov Yoo Heung-soo. The president ordered the cabinet to 
designate Taejon the pilot city in the government project of transferring central 
government authority to the local administration. 


Touching on urban development projects, Chon said that those programs should be 
conducted on a long-range perspective and that the government's financial invest- 
ments should be increased for an urban modernization. He proposed the holding 
of various government-sponsored meetings in Taejon, saying the city is the 

center of the country in terms of its location and transportation. 


President Chon said "We should exert utmost efforts to bring about a fruitful 
outcome in the present corruption-elimination drive, thus removing from our 
society such words as ‘irregularity’ or ‘corruption.'" 


Calling for the establishment of "service administration," the president said 
that administrative procedures should be simplified for a swift conveyance of 
ideas from superiors to subordinates and vice versa. 


On the government's open-door policy, including the lifting of the nightly curfew, 
he said that it was aimed at raising the people's law-abiding spirit and consoli- 
dating national unity as well as enhancing the national prestige abroad. 


"Some people seem to worry about the nation's security stand in the wake of the 
government's execution of the open-door policy.

SNU'S COMMUNISM LECTURES--Seoul National University [SNU] has decided to give 
lectures on political ideologies, including communism, as part of the regular 
curriculum from the second semester of this year in a move to counter possible 
leftist influences on students in a positive manner, it was learned yesterday. 
The school authorities have planned to conduct the ideological education from 
the first semester of this year, but deferred it due to lack of preparations 
including textbooks and teaching staff. Students will be obliged to receive the 
lectures as a compulsory subject from the second semester of this year, the 
authorities said. The ideological education has so far been included in the 
subject of national ethics. The government decision to allow sales of some books 
on communist ideology that used to be prohibited was related to the projected 
lectures at SNU, expected to be given by other universities in the near future, 
school officials said. The school also plans to hold seminars on ideological 
education during the first semester to provide a proper curriculum for the 
education. It is also considering forming a temporary committee composed of 
pertinent professors to work out necessary textbooks for the education while 
securing sufficient teaching staff. According to SNU President Kwon E-hyock, 
the education would show a great departure from the type of education in the past 
which merely tried to imbue the students with the idea that "the communism is 
bad." Ideological education in the future will take the form of helping students 
realize the fallaciousness of communism by giving them access to the real picture 
of communism, he said.

SEOUL UNIVERSITY TO REINSTATE STUDENTS--Seoul National University plans to 
relieve about 100 students punished in connection with campus disturbances last 
year, enabling them to register for the coming semester, it was learned yesterday.

as a punishment for having taken part in campus disturbances. However, the 
school made clear, the lenient measure will not be effective for those who were 
expelled from the school in connection with campus demonstrations. It said the 
school had decided to relieve the students who repented for their past wrong- 
doings and pledged to devote themselves to academic pursuits in the days to come 
during a face-to-face meeting with their professors in charge. The school was 
also ready to relieve those omitted from the lenient measure as soon as it was 
advised by the professors in charge to do so, the authorities said.

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FRESHMEN BANNED FROM CIRCLES--Seoul National University [SNU] has decided to 
prohibit its freshmen students from joining any campus circles during the first 
semester while strengthening the qualifications for student groups to be 
officially recognized, it was learned yesterday. According to Prof Cho Yong-sop, 
dean of student affairs, the decision is primarily aimed at providing chances 
for the freshmen to acquire correct views on circle activities before joining 
them. This is the first time the national school has forbidden its freshman 
students to join any campus club for a certain period. The school will also 
make it mandatory for all printed materials issued by student circles to get 
prior approval from the school authorities before their distribution, he said. 

A new campus circle will be required to be composed of more than 90 members 

from six or more colleges, each having at least 15 members. A circle has been 
qualified until now by having more than 45 members composed of more than 15 
students from three different colleges. The strengthening of qualification was 
necessary to ensure braoder participation of students in soumd circle activities, 
he said. There were 61 student circles of various natures involving athletic, 
religious, culture and artistic activities as of the end of last year. But the 
number is expected to be greatly reduced due to the strengthening of their 
qualifications next year.

SNU TO EXPEL STUDENTS--Seoul National University [SNU] decided yesterday to expel 
178 students because of their poor academic achievements during the second 
semester of last year. The total number of those to be subject to academic 
punishment in one form or another owing to their poor academic performances 
reached 761, according to the school authorities. The number of those to be 
subject to expulsion breaks down to 153 freshman students and 25 in higher 
classes, it said. Thirty students were suspended while the other 553 were 
warned about their poor academic records, the school said. The total number 

of those to be punished this year is less by 63 than last year's 824. But the 
number of those to be expelled is nine times higher than last year. The number 
of freshmen to be punished reached 538, constituting about 10 percent of the total 
number of freshman students. The large number of freshman students are to be 
punished as they are subject to academic regulations which were much strengthened 
last year in connection with the graduation quota system.

FOSTERING OF ATHLETES URGED--Seoul, 19 Feb (YONHAP)--President Chon Tu-hwan 
Friday instructed Minister of State for National Security and Foreign Affairs 
No Tae-u to formulate a plan designed to spark nationwide interest in and support 
for the fostering of top athletes. Receiving a briefing from No on major policy 
programs his ministry plans to implement this year, Chon also urged speedy 
preparations for the two upcoming international sports meets slated to be held 
in Korea--the 1986 Asian games and the 1988 Seoul summer olympics--as well as 
for the promotion of national sports programs.

SHORTAGE OF LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICERS--An acute shortage of judges and prosecuting 
officers causes slowdowns in court trials and impedes the state‘s administration 
of justice. According to the Supreme Court, the number of judges on active duty 
as of 15 February is 124 short of the quorum set at 687, and 26 of those on 
active duty hold concurrent posts or have assignments other than court trials. 

The actual number of judges engaged in court trials is 540. The number of 
prosecutors on active duty is 108 short of the quorum of 517. With 40 of them 
holding concurrent posts or serving on assignments, the actual number of officers 
on duty comes to 365--70 percent of a quorum. This shortage of judges and 
prosecutors is attributed to last year's reshuffle, which resulted in 63 vacancies, 
and to an increase in the number of judges and prosecutors officers quitting their 
jobs.

STEPS TO CURB POPULATION GROWTH—Seoul, 19 Feb (YONHAP)—The government plans to 
raise the legal age for marriage and implement a host of other measures to curb 
South Korea's population growth, it was learned Friday. The plan, which was 
agreed on during an inter-ministry officials’ meeting Friday, also calls for 
heavier taxes for couples with more than two children and the readjustment of 
wage-earners’ monthly installments for medical insurance based on the number of 
children they have. According to officials present at the meeting, the plan 
will be presented to the National Assembly in September, by which time the new 
legal age for marriage will be decided after public hearings have been held. 

At present, the legal age for marriage in South Korea is 18 for men and 16 for 
women, provided the couple has obtained parental consent, and 20 for both men 
and women, regardless of parental consent. In another move, farmers and fishermen 
who volunteer for sterilization would be given priority in securing loans from 
agricultural and fisheries cooperatives. Low-wage earners who get sterilized 
will receive a boost in government subsidies. South Korea's population reached 
39,029,339 as of the end of last year, according to official statistics. [Text]

DAILY ANALYZES NO'S OVERSEAS TOUR

[Text] The 3-day official visit to Paris of Foreign Minister No Sin-yong from 
21 February is evaluated as a productive effort from various angles that will 
contribute to readjusting Korean-French relations into a new aspect of amity. 

He is the first Korean foreign minister to be officially invited by France since 


the establishment of diplomatic ties between the two allies, and the first cabinet 


member to hold formal talks with French socialist leaders since the changes of 
leadership in Seoul and Paris. 


Among the French leaders he will meet are President Francois Mitterrand, Premier 
Pierre Mauroy, and his counterpart Claude Cheysson. 


The importance of No's visit there is seen as going beyond bilateral Korea-France 
relations and its effect will therefore be examined not only in East Asia but 
also in Europe in view of the French influence and ever-growing North Korean 
diplomatic offensives for propaganda purposes. 


Subjects of meetings between Minister No and French leaders will be many and 
wide-ranging, touching on the plan for closer partnership in the sphere of 
politics, trade, and technical knowhow. 


Politically, No is expected to seek a positive French mediatory role in realizing 
the peace formula proposed by President Chon Tu-hwra in his 22 January policy 
Statement after briefing French leaders on its contents, including a 20-point 





pilot project issued by Unification Minister Son Chae-sik 1 February--all rejected 


outright by Pyongyang. 


Diplomatic observers here brushed aside any speculation that the inauguration of 
a socialist leadership in France might give an impetus to the establishment of 
formal diplomatic ties between North Korea and France. They say that Seoul-Paris 
relations will not develop to the detriment of their mutual interests which have 
hitherto been based on their traditionally existing amicable bonds, despite the 
establishment of the French socialist government. 
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The principal idea behind his Paris trip is to promote both diplomatic and trade 
relations in sufficient depth, thereby increasing substantial benefits to an 
immense possible degree, they pointed out. 


In this regard, measures for increased trade and cooperation in technical knowhow 
will be a natural topic for their talks. At the same time, discussion of the 
possibility of a Korea-France summit meeting is likely. 


The trade volume between the two states in 1980 marked $482 million ($291 million 
in exports and $191 million in imports) compared with the trifling amowt of 
trade between Paris and Pyongyang. France has reportedly exported $4,700,000 
worth of goods to North Korea while its imports from Pyongyang reached around 

$18 million in the same year. 


Besides trade cooperation, the amount of loans Korea has introduced from France 
from 1959 totals $795 million. This breaks down to $74 million in public loans 
and $721 million in commercial loans. 





Korea has awarded about $600 million worth of contracts to France for the construc- 
tion of the Nos 9 and 10 nuclear plants. 


Minister No is also scheduled to visit India and Nigeria where he will preside 
over meetings of Korean diplomatic mission heads. He will also make an official 
trip to Sri Lanka. 


His working trips there will surely serve to neutralize North Korean delegations 
which hay curried around four ASEAN member countries except the Philippines 
and othe ; 28 like Bangladesh, Togo, Nigeria, Romania, Bulgaria and East 
Germany 1i.. .«cent days. 


Rejecting both the 22 January and 1 February overtures forwarded by Seoul, 
Pyongyang sent such a high-ranking official as Premier Yi Chong-ok to ASEAN 
States where his delegation was given a cold reception. 


For instance, it failed to issue a joint communique with Indonesia, while Thailand 
has rejected a North Korean offer to open its embassy in Bangkok and talks on 
the conclusion of commercial aviation agreement. 


Diplomatic cbservers view that the recent Pyongyang diplomatic efforts were 
designed tw avoid being isolated from the international commumity, which gives 
wide support to the Seoul-initiated peace formulas.

INDIA'S GANDHI EXTENDS INVITATION TO CHON

[Text] New Delhi, 21 Feb (YONHAP)--The Indian Government has invited Korean 
President Chon Tu-hwan to visit India, a spokesman for the Foreign Ministry 
here announced Saturday. The invitation was extended to visiting Korean 
Foreign Minister No Sin-yong who called on Prime Minister Indira Gandhi. 


The exact date of Chon's visit to India will be arranged through diplomatic 
channels, according to the announcement. 


Diplomatic sources here said that Chon's visit to New Delhi, the first by a 
Korean president since the establishment of ambassador-level diplomatic ties 
in 1973, would provide an occasion to forge closer bilateral relations. 





Meanwhile, No and Rao, in a meeting Saturday, agreed to discuss details of 
bilateral cooperation between the two countries, when the Indian foreign minister 
visits Seoul in July or August. During their l-hour meeting Saturday, No and 

Rao reached an agreement on the expansion of bilateral cooperation in the fields 
of economy and culture. 


Discussing ways to promote economic cooperation, Rao requested that Seoul invest 
in the sub-continent, and No proposed the conclusion of agreements on security 
of investments, double taxation prevention, and visa exemptions, prior to such 
investments. 


The two agreed that Korea and India would continue cooperating in the construc- 
tion sector and make joint investments for construction projects in third 
countries. 


Rao expressed an interest in the Korean shipbuilding industry, and requested to 
dispatch a troupe of Korean performing artists to India during the Asian games 
slated for this fall in New Delhi, to which No responded favorably. 


Winding up a 5-day visit, No left India Sumday for France, on the third leg 
of his ongoing 2-week overseas tour.

DAILY HAILS RELATIONSHIP WITH INDIA

[Text] The growing ties of friendship and cooperation between Seoul and New 
Delhi will attain an unprecedented height with the proposed visit of President 
Chon Tu-hwan in India in the near future. The invitation for our chief executive 
to visit India topped off Foreign Minister No Sin-yong's meetings with New 

Delhi Government leaders last week. Prime Minister Indira Gandhi extended the 
invitation when she received visiting Foreign Minister No. However, no specific 
date was made. The expected presence of President Chon in India which may also 
be reciprocated by Prime Minister Gandhi in a return visit is certain to make a 
new epoch in relations between the two countries. 


The trial has been blazed by Minister No who went to India for a round of talks 
with his Indian counterpart and an annual conference of Korean overseas mission 
chiefs in Asian and Middle Eastern nations. The expected visit of Foreign 
Minister P.V. Narasimba Rao in Seoul this summer will further pave the way for 
closer summit-level contact between the two governments. 


The two foreign ministers agreed in principle to increase their bilateral trade 
and economic cooperation three times, from the present total trade turnover at 
$310 to 1,000 million in the next few years. Their discussions also touched on 
the possibility of Korea building ships for India and seeking ways to set up 
joint ventures in other countries. 


Korea's intercourse with India has always been rather scanty except for the 
latter's cultural influence as the birthplace of Buddhism. The pilgrimage of 

the Silla Kingdom's High Priest Hey Cho to India via Tang China in the 8th century 
is perhaps the oldest episode of Korea's relationship with that South Asian 
nation. However, only since World Yar II has the modern India had some limited 
part to play in the growth of the newly independent Morea as a member of the 
United Nations organization. 


Regular diplomatic ties were begun in 1973 at an ambassadorial level. Tradi- 
tionally, New Delhi's neutralist stand in international affairs has kept the two 
countries at a respectful distance, as a result of Seoul's deep commitment to 
the United States and the Western world. 
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The recent advent of new leaderships in Seoul and New Delhi may have opened a 
new chapter in the evolving Korean-Indian friendship. The developing economies 
of the two nations based on liberal and pragmatic strategies have much room for 
mutual partnership in terms of technical know-how, capital investment and work 
force. 








Politically and diplomatically, the two countries can work together more closely 
and profitably as members of the Third World. As pioneer and key member of 

the Nonaligned Movement, India is in a position to help make the Republic of 
Korea better accepted in the nonaligned circle. 







It is reassuring and timely that our contacts and exchanges with the South Asian 
giant have recently multiplied and broadened. In addition to their political 

and economic relations, both nations have just begun to discover the rich store 
of common historical and cultural heritage which they can share with each other. 
A direct meeting of the heads of the two states is certain to prove to be a 
powerful impetus.

TIES WITH FRANCE, INDIA APPLAUDED

[Text] Diplomacy is a skillful art of handling relations between nations, which 
requires consistency, comprehensiveness and subtle approaches. It is bound to 
make remarkable progress when tactful initiatives are exercised taking advantage 
of new moments, both internal and international. 


Illustrative instances of such positive developments in the nation's diplomacy 
include President Chon Tu-hwan's successful visit last year to the United States 
and the member countries of the Association of Southeast: Asian Nations, which 
were made at the threshhold of the fifth republic ushering in a new order on 
the domestic scene. 


Followup efforts have since been made in various aspects not only to substantiate 
the results of the summit diplomacy but also in quest of new initiatives. An 
example is Foreign Minister No Sin-yong's current whirlwind tour through four 
countries--Sri Lanka, India, France and Nigeria. 


Of many tangible outcomes of the minister's travei so far, outstanding were 
those made in Lew Delhi and Paris in terms of their impacts on Seoul's standing 
and role in the international community as well as on its search for expanded 
economic cooperation with the two nations and, through their good offices, with 
other countries. 


In India, the giant of the South Asian subcontinent which has played a ley role 
in founding the nonaligned bloc and charting its course today, Mr No made 
persuasive efforts to explain to Prime Minister Indira Gandhi and other New 
Delhi leaders Seoul's forward-looking stance and practical approaches to settling 
inter-Korean questions and ultimately achieving territorial unification. 


He also paved the way to materialize a three-fold increase in the bilateral 
trade turnover, now standing at about $310 million, in the next few years and 
moreover on a complementary basis. 


In fact, potentials for further improvement of relations between the two countries 
are so great that the New Delhi Government extended an invitation, at the close 
of the minister's visit last week, for a visit to India by President Chon. 
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Preceding the proposed presidential visit, which if realized will be the first 
of its kind since the establishment of formal diplomatic relations at the 
ambassadorial level in the early 1970's Indian Foreign Minister P.V. Narasimha 
Rao was reported as planning to visit Seoul in July or August to discuss in 
detail steps for the promotion of cooperative ties. 


As notable as the outcome in New Delhi was a round of talks Mr No had in Paris 
with French leaders, including President Francois Mitterrand and External Affairs 
Minister Claude Cheysson this week. 


To begin with, Mr No's tour itself was significant in that it was the first 
official visit to France by a Korean foreign minister in years and moreover that 
he was invited by a socialist government in Paris. The visit reaffirmed consis- 
tency in the French policy toward Korea, dissipating in effect apprehensions 
which prevailed at the time of the Mitterrand government's emergence last year. 


Furthermore, the minister's personal talks with French leaders should have made 
substantive contributions to upgrading the traditionally close bilateral ties 
in a new dimension for mutual benefits and also to soliciting a French role in 
solving problems on the Korean peninsula through peaceful means. 


Already underlining the Seoul-Paris relations in substantial terms is close 
economic cooperation, whcih includes among other things a $1.2 billion contract 
for building two nuclear power plants in Korea. 


Indeed, economic cooperation and trade count much in substantiating relations 
between any two countries and multilateral ties in today's international circun- 
stances, which feature a growing trend toward interdependence. Equally important 
is cooperation, if not collaboration, in diplomatic and sociocultural senses. 


In this connection, we place much expectations on a report that the French foreign 
minister may reciprocate Mr No's visit sometime in the next few months, hoping 
that arrangements will be expedited for another reported possibility for President 
Chon's visit to France.

[Text] New Delhi, India, 18 Feb (YONHAP)--A 3-day conference of South Korean 
diplomatic mission chiefs opened at the Korean Embassy here Thursday with the 
participation of 27 Korean diplomats stationed in Asia and the Middle East, 
including Korean Ambassador to India Kim Chong-tae. 


Opening the conference, Korean Foreign Minister No Sin-yong called on the 
diplomats to exert their utmost efforts to promote a favorable international

Pointing 
out that North Korea will make diplomatic efforts to slander South Korea and to

Meanwhile, Korean Prime Minister Yu Chang-sun, in an address delivered for him 
by No, also urged the foreign mission chiefs to redouble their efforts, in the 
field of economic diplomacy in particular, to help stabilize economic growth, 
and for the smooth implementation of the country's fifth 5-year economic and 
social development plan. 


Yu further asked the diplomats to strive to consolidate Seoul's diplomatic super- 
iority over North Korea in the international community, and to use the 1988 
Seoul olympics as an opportunity to improve relations with communist countries.

EDUCATION MINISTER COMMENTS ON CHRISTIANS ROLE

[Speech by ROK Education Minister Yi Kyu-ho at opening session of 3-day meeting 
of Korean Christian leaders sponsored by the National Coumcil of Churches of 
Korea at Holiness Church in Seoul on 11 February to discuss “Christianity and 
Ideology in Korea” ] 


[Excerpts] As a Christian and a cabinet member, I think it is very significant 
that I have this opportunity to discuss the question of "Christianity and 
ideology" with the Christian leaders of our country. In the name of Christianity, 
participation in politics once swept the world. This has become a serious ques- 
tion in our country. If the question of Christians’ participation in politics 

is not pondered in the light of faith and the logic of reason, grave conse- 
quences may result for both the church and the state. 


I will not deal with a scientific and theological review of Christianity but I 
will discuss my views of the church. In short, as far as Christianity is 
concerned, political ideology is an idol. If we mobilize people with a certain 
political aim and sacrifice them and instigate them to hatred of certain people, 
the political idea can be considered an idol. If we are confused by the dichot smy 
of God's eternal kingdom and a political idea and its ideological symbol, we 

will eventually supplant God with political ideology. 


Christians long for God's kingdom on earth. Some Christian intellectuals, quick 
to pander to the trend of the times, have mistaken a politico-economic society 

in the secular world for the kingdom of God because of special spiritual tendencies 
that came into being in the 1950's and 1960's following World War II. They 
thought economic growth would continue indefinitely. This is why most intellec- 
tuals were enslaved by the idea of utopia. 


In our country, too, during the 1970's they talked about a society in which 
consumption would be considered a virtue. This idea of utopia made people hope 
for liberation from domination and rules and caused resistance against political 
systems of any type. Looking forward to an ideal social utopia, they condemned 
society and challenged the system. 


This greatly influenced all social sciences--religion, the arts and literature. 
Politico-theology and revolutionary theology went hand in hand with neo-Marxism. 
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The revolutionary ideology that spread caused campus turmoil in many countries 
in the name of participation in politics and aroused political gales in the 
Christian circles. 


Those who condemmed the system and sought tipation in politics say people 
must side with the poor and struggle for tu. Human rights is an issue and a 
slogan exploited by them. However, if they struggle for improvement instead 

of destruction, they must first discuss how to eliminate poverty and to guarantee 
human rights. We must snap out of our illusions and, based on reality, end 
poverty and build foundations for human life. 


Human rights mean rights with which man can live as a human being. However, 
what should be stressed first for true humaa life depends on the prevailing 
situation. 


The international situation presents various difficulties for our nation. If 
Christian leaders continue their resistance against the system in the name of 
participation in politics and reality, it may precipitate self-destruction. 

There is no system which we must resist. But there is a system which we must 
support and protect. When we consider the reality of North-South confrontation, 
anticommunism is a legitimate self-defense mechanism. If we want to enjoy 

human rights and bestow on posterity guaranteed human rights, we must cooperate 
in nation building. Since North and South confront each other ideologically, 

if Christians impede productive cooperation and national construction in the name 
of participation in politics, human rights may be buried. 


In our country, a nucleus of spiritual culture, Christians, like the Buddhists 


during the Silla Dynasty and Confucianists in the Yi Dynasty, must contribute 
to the rehabilitation of spiritual and moral order.

TRADE UNION ACTIVITIES, GOALS DISCUSSED

Federation of Korean Trade Unions’ Movement of Self-Examination"] 


[Excerpts] The Federation of Korean Trade Unions [FKTU] held its Central Committee 
meeting at the Sejong Cultural Center on 6 February. At the meeting, which lasted 
for 4 hours, there were from the outset sincere discussions in an excited atmos- 
phere. 


In his opening address, FKTU President Chong Han-chu stressed: "All union 
activities should be conducted on the basis of our national interests and public 
welfare; we should push through the principle of equality between labor and 
management." He also reflected on past union activites, saying: "It is neces- 
sary to eradicate irregularities and all evil practices within our unions." 


Particularly noteworthy is the fact that the FKTU made a serious self-examination 
concerning the improvement of standards of union members themselves. Through 
the resolution adopted at the meeting, the union leaders pledged themselves to 
actively develop the union's education and research activities and to strengthen 
their theoretical armament. 


At this juncture, the reporter recalled the recent wnion proposal on guaranteeing 
minimum living expenses for urban workers and on wage increase this year. The 
proposal contained some points that could not be readily accepted even by workers 
themselves. 


Some unions demanded a wage increase of up to 56 percent this year. Of course, 
they cited various grounds for that. Realistically speaking, how could this 
demand be met? It is hard to say anything definitely now. However, it is 
obvious that the proposed increase is far from realistic. 


In the past, the union might ask for a wage increase of 40 to 50 percent, and 
the employer might make a counterproposal by suggesting 10 percent. After much 
dickering, they would reach agreement on increasing wages by 20 percent. It 

now appears desirable to put an end to such bargaining habits. They might well 
be a means to attain their goal. However, the workers’ demands should not become 
a target of criticism as being wscientific and not well grounded theoretically. 
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It is very fortunate that the FKTU emphasized this point at the meeting. The 
FKTU demonstrates the new union endeavours to establish a new form of labor- 
management perspective. This is different from the past decade or so, when the 
unions failed to create a favorable climate for autonomous labor-management 
relations since their collective bargaining rights and the right of collective 
action were restricted umder the special measure law on national defense and 
security. 


The bargaining for wage increases currently in progress has a good possibility 
of setting guidelines for the labor movement and labor-management relations in 
the future. 


The government wants business firms to refrain frou any excessively steep 
increase in wages, saying that prices this year will be held down to a level of 
10 percent. In fact, this is inevitable for price stabilization and for 
strengthening the competitiveness of our industries. 


Many enterprises including large conglomerates are making efforts to act in 
concert with government policy and to comply with workers’ demands by applying 
the method of granting less of a wage increase for higher income earners and more 
of an increase for lower income earners. 


Workers themselves are also fully aware of such a need because they understand 
the serious economic recession. 


In this connection, the government has some important things to do. Once raised, 
wages will remain at a fixed level for almost a year. Accordingly, the government 
should keep its words on stabilizing prices so that the real value of the workers’ 
income will not be reduced. Business corporations, for their part, should also 
help increase workers’ fringe benefits by expanding welfare facilities for 
workers in consideration of their needy circumstances. In other words, as the 
Ministry of Labor Affairs reported to the president, various welfare projects 

for protecting low-income people and for augmenting real wages should be fully 
implemented. 


The union leaders should not care too much about the government authorities or 
something else, but should present a policy conducive to the development of the 
nation, business enterprises and workers, on the basis of some scientific and 
acceptable theories.

DATA ON 1981 IMPORTS--Seoul, 10 Feb (YONHAP)--South Korea spent an aggregate 

of U.S.$1,085 million last year on foreign rice imports, 2.3 times more than the 
amount spent in 1980. According to a Commerce-Industry Ministry tally released 
Wednesday, the country's expenses for rice imports in 1981 were second only to 
expenses for the importation of crude oil. Korea imported $6,371 million worth 
of crude oil last year, up 13.1 percent over the previous year's. Among last 
year's 10 major import items, coal imports rose from seventh place in 1980 to 
fourth place, or $798 million worth. Crude oil imports dropped to 24.4 percent 
of the country's total imports, the 25.3 percent in 1980, due to the stability 
of crude prices in the international markets. Seventy six and one-tenth percent 
of the total imports (amounting to $26.13 billion) was used domestically, and 
23.9 percent consisted of raw materials or parts used in the manufacture of items 
for export. Raw material imports in 1980 represented 47.8 percent of total 
imports. Last year, the ratio was down to 44.5 percent. [Text] [SK101445

EXPORTS MISS TARGETS--Seoul, 11 Feb (YONHAP)--South Korea did not meet last year's 
export targets set for Asia and Europe, it was learned here Thursday.

According 
to the KTA report, the country's exports to Sweden increased 458.3 percent last 
year to $288 million, followed--only in terms of export growth rate--by Chile 
with 74.9 percent ($107 million); Liberia with 59.6 percent ($316 million); and 
Panama with 44.3 percent ($206 million). The report also indicated that South 
Korea's fastest export growth rate in 1981 occurred in Latin America. Seoul's 
exports to Italy, however, decreased by 37 percent last year (to $144 million); 
exports to Thailand dropped 23.9 percent (to $125 million); exports to Kuwait 
fell 16.4 percent (to $208 million) and those to Nigeria were down 15.6 percent 
(to $105 million). The report said South Korean exports of oil products and 
frozen marine products last year jumped 348.3 percent and 140.9 percent more than 
were exported in 1980, respectively, while exports of fertilizer, steel bars and 
wire rods decreased 46.2 percent and 19.8 percent respectively.

DAILY ANALYZES PRC'S NEW POWER HIERARCHY

[Text] The brief mystery of Deng Xiaoping's withdrawal from the first line of 
the Chinese power hierarchy is now apparent. Hundreds or thousands of officials 
are being sent into forced retirement in a st: Je to remove the corrupt 
bureaucrats and ideological foes of the present ir ‘ership who demythologized 
Mao Tse-tung and opened the Chinese economy to modéra market principles as well 
as foreign investment. 

Deng's retreat to the "second line," in effect, could be the gestation period for 
the present revolution aimed at weeding out corrupt, incompetent and radical 
leftist officials. It was believed that the crackdown has long been in progress 
in the provinces. Now that he is reported to be back in Beijing, his showdown 
with the central bureaucracy may be in the offing. 


The purging of the gang of four marked a decisive turn in the course of the 
Chinese revolution. The new powerhouse of China, Deng, launched an ambitious 
modernization program to develop the country into an industrialized power by the 
end of this century. However, as its trial-and-error-fraught proceeding of the 
past few years has revealed, the lack of expertise is not the sole impediment 

to making headway. The greater obstacle might be the latent but still potent 
forces of Maoist ideology comnitted to constant revolution. 


The purge of these leftist radicals can hardly be carried out in a matter of 
months or even years. Nearly three million fanatics entered the Chinese Communist 
Party during the cultural revolution of the 60's and many of them reached the 
middle or upper part of the power ladder by the time the post-Mao leadership 
emerged in the middle of the 70's. 


Deng’'s new policy, characterized particularly by its tilt toward the West, has 
been exposed to considerable challenge from those followers of the cultural 
revolution. Later moderation and changes of the reformist policy, such as cuts 
in domestic investment and foreign contracts and the tightened controls on 
intellectual freedom, may speak for the intensity of the challenge from Deng's 
ideological adversaries. 
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As Deng is known for his adaptability, he would not risk a frontal confrontation 
with the foes of his pragmatist ambitions. But as the captain who led the 
de-Maoization drive, Deng must be aware, perhaps better than any other, of the 
need to have his reforms carried on by the new generation of leaders without 

a hitch. To this end he has the enormous task, likely to be his last, of clearing 
the party and government bureaucracy of the remnants of the cultural revolution. 


In this regard, the current purge in China may be regarded as a reverse cultural 
revolution. Given the tremendous number of party members and bureaucrats, spread 
all over the vastness of the country, the new struggle may be compared to another 
long march. Deng himself made an exemplary retirement into the second line, 
apparently in an attempt to replace the aged bureaucrats and party officials 

at the top of the hierarchy with young reformists who would carry on the de-Maoist 
modernization program. 


But then the future course of the current revolution aside, it will be safe to 
say that such a struggle is part and parcel of communist revolution. The history 
of the Chinese communist revolution itself has ample evidence of it. 
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
